WILL HE SHOW THEM? 


Republican Senators Ready to Ask 
Cleveland for “the Papers 
in the Case.” 


More Nominations Confirmed—A Ques- 
tion of Pensions—Real-Estate 
Speculation. 


The Norfolk Navy-Tard Investigation 
Waterway Improvements—Da- 
kota’s Hope. 


Wasutnorton, D. C., Jan. 20.—[Special.]—The 
executive session of the Senate this afternoon 
was very harmonious. Objections were raised 
to but a single appointment, and when the case 
was explained to the objecting Senator he at 
once withdrew them. The confirmations were 
numerous, and some of the appuintments were 
quite recent. The name of the Postmaster at 
Dennison, Tex., was only sent in by the Presi- 
Gent today, but the appointee was promptly 
confirmed. There is a suspicion, though, that 
the Congressional Record tomorrow will, in the 
great majority of confirmations, have the sig- 
nificant littie sentence, Vice Blank, resigned.“ 


| The significant statement was made tonight by 


one of the Republican Senators that he couldn’t 
pretend to speak for other Democrats, but 
where officials in his own State had been re- 
moved under a cloud ne proposed to demand 
an Opportunity for their vindication. And he 
thought it would be the same with numbers of 
his colleagues. For instance, it is known to a 
certainty that there are several Illinois cases 
in which Senators Logan and Cuilom will in- 
sist on knowing the causes of suspension. 
Senator Harrison Gas several Indiana removals 
which he wants to know more about. 
Messrs. Ingalls and Piumb are interested in a 
few Kansas cases. Philetus Sawyer and John 
C. Spooner have been requested fo find out 
why certain Wisconsin officials were kicked 
out without giving them a chance to reply to 
irresponsible charges. Senators Allison and 
Wilson are in a like position regarding some 
lowa cases, and the list might be multiplied in- 
definitly. It the President produces the pa- 
pers, that will enable them to judge how well 
founded the charges were. If be says there 
are no papers, that will be a confession that 
the removais were purely political and that 
there has been a large amount of lying. 
Possibly the majority in the Senate did not 
take up the disputed nominations in order to 
oblige the Democrats. The Bourbon Senators 
beld an informal gathering this morning and 
decided to have another caucus tomorrow. 
They expect to have a more definit statement 
of the President's intentuons for their guid- 
ance. It is asserted that the Democratic Sena- 
tors are having much trouble with the Admip- 
istration. While denying the right of the Sen- 
ate to call for papers in suspensions or re- 
movais, they think it umnpolitio to raise 
the issue now, and are of the opinion 
that the better course would be for 
Mr. Cleveland to hand over the papers. A 
member of the committee that waited on him 
to learn his purpose expressed this view to 
several Republican Senators before his mis- 
sion was performed. If the Democratic Sen- 
ators bad any doubts about the plans of their 
Republican colleagues, these have been 
brushed away by the last executive 
session, and tomorrow they will not lack 
for light in their caucus deliberations. 
There was one [Illinois nomination not touched 
today, thougk several of like character in 
other States were confirmed. First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Stevenson has been chop- 
ping off fourth-class Postmasters’ heads 80 
long that most people thought be was nomi- 
nated and confirmed during the extra session. 
This was not the case, but he is now secure in 
his place. Second-Auditor Day of the Treas- 
ury Department was also confirmed along with 
eight or ten Postmasters. But though several 
customs collectors were taken off the doubtful! 
list, Mr. Seeberger was not among them. The 
reason is understood to be this: Philetus Sawyer 
is going to find out whether Jesse Spalding was 
removed for political reasons or whether there 
were charges against himon which the Presi- 
dent’s course was based. There isn’t the 
shadow of a doubt that Mr. Seeberger wil! ulti- 
mately be confirmed, and that the removal of 
Mr. Spalding will be explained as a purely po- 
liticalone. But until the chance for this ex- 
planation comes Mr. Seeberger’s nomination 
may be hung up with the dozens of like ones, 
and there is no telling when it will be reached. 
This will be interesting news to the Chicago 
Democrats, who bave been promised places in 
the Custom-House as soon as the Collector is 


confirmed.

A committee appointed by the National Cat- 
tle-Growers Association at the Chicago con- 
vention meets here tomorrow to secure legis- 
lation in the line marked out at the Chicago 
and St. Loule meetings. Mr. De Witt Smith of 
lilinois, President of the association, is the 
first member of the committee on the ground. 
He expects that they will be able to influence 
legislation sO as to insure the prevention of 
the spreading of pleuro-pneumonia among the 
great herds of cattle inthe West. The con- 
vention made certain recommendations towards 
enlarging the sphere of the Animal Industry 
Bureau, and the committee will seek 
to impress the importance of the subject on 
Congress. In connection with the meeting of 
the Nationa! Board of Trade a committee from 
the Swine-Deaiers’ Association is here to see 
what can be done in the way of opening the 
ports of the world tothe American hog. NO 
action was taken today further than to decide 
to see the different Congressional committees 
and lay before them their wishes. A retalia- 
tory policy is favored by most of them. The 
cattlemen and the swine-breeders unite in say- 
ing that they don't care a fig about the propo- 
sition to raise the Department of Agriculture 
to the dignity ot à Cabinet position, and will 
not urge any suc action on Congress. What 
they want is practical legisiation adapted to 


the needs of the bour.

Tue Senate today passed Senator Cullom's 
bill for the relief of Joseph W. Parrish of Peo- 
ria, IU. It appropriates $58,341, which is the 
baiance of money expended by him in the pur- 
chase of ice for the use of the Government 
during the War, but which was not called for 
or taken by the Government, thougu wholly 
lost to Parrish. The claim has had a check- 
ered career. The same bill has been intro- 
duced in the House, backed by numerous doc- 
uments to show its justice, and Parrish’s 
friends have been expecting favorable action 
there. The Senate bill will now be substituted 
for the House measure, and they are hopeful

He was familiar with the law, but remarked 
that the statute had no penalty attached. It 
was evident Mr. Fairchild did not think the 
subject one of much concern, Capt. Gray of 
the customs service also made light of it. He 
didn't think there was any need of action by 
the Treasury Department, as it bad not been 
brougbt up in the shape of complaint or other- 
wise.

The Government's tribulations as a buyer or 
seller of real estate were brought to mind in 
the House today. Gen. Bragg, from the Milli- 
tary Committee, bad reported favorably on the 
Senate bill to buy the old Produce Exchange 
in New York for army headquarters. The 
price to be paid was $450,000. Judge Reagan 
of Texas made inquiry to determine whether 
the committee had sufficiently looked into the 
value of the property. Townshend of Lilinois 
followed with some general remarks. Witb- 
out intending to oppose the bill in ques- 
tion, he called attention to the way the 
Government was whipsawed in its real-estate 
deals. He thought it strange that when buy- 
ing real estate the very highest price was al- 
ways demanded, while when the Government 
went into the market as a seller its property 
was invariably rated at very low figures. In 
illustration of this, he said the old post-office 
building in New York bad been sold a few 
years ago at mucb less than its real value. A. 
S. Hewitt had been fuming in his seat during 
Townehend’s talk. When the Illinois member 
got through he popped up, declaring with much 
vehemence and a redundancy of gesture that 
it wasn’t so. The property bad deen 
sold for all it was worth, as he himself knew 
and as disinterested real-estate men testified. 
Townshend replied that be knew the value of 
real estate was largely a matter of opinion, but 
as Mr. Hewitt’s colleague, 8. 8. Cox, had 
fought the sale through several sessions, and 
as disinterested parties like ex-Secretary Bris- 
tow had given opinions that the Government 
got much the worse of the bargain, be was not 
inclined to change his views. The upshot of the 
discussion was that only Gen. Bragg’s personal 
appeals to members saved the bill in quesuon 
from recommitment for further investigation 
into the value of the old Produce Exchange. 
The yeas on this point were 116 and the nays 
127. The bill was then passed with amend- 
ments regarding the division of the money for 
the two separate objects of purchase and re- 
pair. The Illinois members, who bave in mind 
the Wisconsin Central's bid for the bridewell 
lot and are determined that a proper price shall 
be paid for it, watched the voting care- 
fully. Adams and Dunbam voted to recommit 
and then against the passage of the bill. Ward 
and Lawler were absent.

The matter of pensions is certain to recelve 
respectful attention from the present Con- 
gress. There are also signs that the legislation 
will be of a kind to gladden the hearts of 
the claim-agents. In the House one of the 
measures that has been before the Committce 
on Invalid Pensons was called up by Mr. Mat- 
son. This was the bill increasing pensons of 
widows and dependent relatives from $8 to $12 
per month. The annual incréase by the 
passage ot this measure would be about 
$15,000,000. In the debate that followed 
it was apparent that the chief objection 
to the bili was its narrow limits. Brown of 
Indiana wanted to get in an amendment that 
would repeal the limitation clause in the Ar- 
rearages act, though there are several distinct 
propositions of this kind pending. Several 
members objected to this because they feared 
it might reduée the aggregate amount. The 
only chord of opposition was struck by Mills ‘of 
Texas and Bragg of Wisconsin. The former 
only took up the subject in order to inflict a 
tariff speech on the House. Bragg said he was 
opposea to any more pension legisiation 
until the present laws were codified in 
a way to do justice to the veterans who were 
still drawing only $8 or $12 a month walle 
other classes for whom special legislation had 
been-enacted drew many times that amount. 
He didn’t think highly of the class of soldiers 
who had to be informed through the medium 
of claim-agents twenty years after the War was 
over that they were euffering from disabilities 
which entitled them to a pension. He was op- 
posed to the bill called up by Matson because 
he thought too many young women were 
marrying old soldiers with the sole view of 
getting the widow's pension. The hour given 
to the subject expired in the middle of the de- 
bate, and more time will be given to it here- 
after.

The House Democrats have been doing some 
ingenious scheming to take the edge off Bou- 
telle's resolution to investigate the Norfolk 
Navy-Yard. With their majority in the Naval 
Committee they have been able to shape it 
about as they pleased. Their plan was shown 
today, when Mr. Hewitt proposed to amend 
the resolution so as to request transmission to 
the House eopies of all correspondence in re- 
lation to changes made by the Secretary of the 
Navy or his immediate predecessor in the Nor- 
folk Navy-Yard or in the lighthouse district 
in which the yard is situated. The nub of 
the action lies in dragging ex-Secretary Chan4- 
jer mto the investigation. When Chandler 
held the office Commander Robly Evans was 
removed from the lighthouse district in a way 
that made his friends very angry. Now it hap- 
pens that Evans is a relative of John R. Thom- 
as of Illinois, whois a member of the Naval 
Committee. By bringing Chandler’s adminis- 
tration into the discussion the Democrats ex- 
pected to spike the gunsof the opposition. 
The Republicans, however, do not feel it in- 
cumbent on them to look specially after every- 
thing Mr. Chandler may have done. The ma- 
jority in the committee is chiefly concerned 
in seeing that the discussion on the floor of 
the House is smothered. To secure this the 
resolution was taken out of the hands of Mr. 
Boutelle, though it should have been left with 
him as its introducer, and turned over to the 
Chairman. He bas kindly agreed to allow Mr. 
Boutellé fifteen minutes, and then an effort 
will be made to apply the gag law. It is likely 
that within nis fifteen minutes the great re- 
gard shown to the feeling of the ex-Rebels by 
defacing commemorative Union inscriptions 
will be roughly bandied.

The Bridewell-Lot bill, as drawn up by the 
Senate sub-committee, is said to provide for 
the appointment of a commission which shail 
determine tne value of the property and rein- 
vest the proceeds of the sale, provided the 
Wisconsin Central does not have a lot to ex- 
change which is considered satisfactory. The 
Secretary of the Treas is to name one mem- 
ber of the commission, the United States Cir- 
‘cult Judge at Chicago another, and these two 
are to select the third.

The representatives of the Waterways Con- 
vention made a formal call on the President 
this afternoon. In the morning they appeared 
before the House Rivers and Harbors Commit- 
tee, which gave them an attentive bearing. 
Ex-Congressman Dunneil spoke for the St. 
Paul convention, W. H. Miller in behalt of the 
Kansas City gathering, and Gov. G. L. Wright 
for the Executive Committee. The tenor of 
their remarks was the same. They all adduced 
facts and figures to show why the improvement 
ot the Mississippi and it tributaries was so 
important to the material development 
and prosperity of the West. The effect of 
waterway competition on railroad rates was 
gone into extensively, ana it was stated thas 
producers and consumers were taxed 6 per 
cent more for transportation by rail than they 
would be if the rivers were improved as de- 
manded. The various conventions had sought 
Congressional aid because they thought it a 


| long step in the direction of Gheapening trans- 


portation. Their representatives thought that 
liberal appropriations for Waterway improve- 
ments would be a very practical way of solv- 
ing the problem of inter-State commerce, Ow- 
ing to the time taken up in presenting the gen- 
eral subject, the Hennepin Canal project was 
not presented at apy Its advocates 
will appear before the committee Friday.

A TERRIBLE PLOT, 


AN EFFORT MADE TO POISON A POLICE OFFI- 
CER’S WLDOW AND HER ENTIRE FAMILY. 
DerTroit, Mich., Jan. 20.—(Speciai.|—Mrs. 

Elizabeth Girardin, widow of the late Capt. 
Girardin of the police force, lives with her 
family of seven children at the corner of 
Mount Elliott avenue and Lafayette street. 
There is nothing in the quiet lite of Mrs. Gi- 
rardin that would lead to the slightest suspicion 
that she had an enemy in the world. Her ac 
quaintances are few and in the main are com- 
prised within the neighborhood circle. Yet by 
the merest accident aterrible plot to poison 
the entire family was yesterday discovered 
and the particulars given to the police today. 
The poison was contained in two cans of 
strawberries received from an interior point in 
Michigan Jan. 15 from a friend who lives 
there. > latter is a married woman, often 
sheltered from the abuse of her husband by 
Mrs. Girardin. Her husband would invariably 
follow her to Detroit, and when here would 
send her threatening letters. Sometimes these 
threats would include Mrs. Girardin. One 
time he served them with a formal notification 
that he purposed blowing them up with dyna- 
mite. They regarded it simply as an idle 
threat and paid no attention to it. A few days 
ago this woman left her husband again and 
went to Bay City. Jan. 15 Mrs. Girardin re- 
ceived a package of canned fruit from the home 
of her friend, and as she did not know 
that the latter was in Bay City concluded it 
was from her. Two guests dropped in to din- 
ner yesterday and Mrs. Girardin told the serv- 
antto open some of this fruit. The servant 
had the habit of sampling foodin advance of 
the family and to this habit Mrs. Girardin, her 
children, and guests owe their lives, Soon aft- 
er eating a small quantity of the fruit the girl 
was taken ili, and her life was barely savea, 
The fruit was today submittedfor analysis to 
Dr. J. E. Clark, who reports that the two cans 
of strawberries opened contained enough ar- 
genie to kill thirty men. The theory is that the 
husband of Mrs. Girardin’s friend thought his 
wife had, as usual, gone to Mrs. Girardin’s 
house, and sent the fruit in hope of killing her 
and the entire family. 


PURITAN RACE DISTINCTION, 


THE WRONGS PERPETRATED AGAINST A 
WOMAN WHO ESTABLISHED A COLORED 
SCHOOL IN CONNECTIOUT IN 1833 TO BE 
RIGHTED. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 20.—|Special.]—A 
memorial presented to the Legislature today 
recalls the bitter feeling on the slavery ques- 
tion in this State balf acentury ago. Miss 
Prudence Crand all, then a young woman of 30, 
established in Canterbury, Conn., early in 1833, 
an academy for the instruction of colored girls. 
She was immediately subjected to social ostra- 
cism and her property threatened with the 
torch. The Legislature promptiy passed a law 
prohibiting the establishing of academies for 
colored children not resident in the State with- 
out leave of the iocal authorities. Miss 
Crandall's applicatbon was refused by 
the Canterbury officials and she was 
prosecuted and convicted in the Superior 
Court. The Supreme Court reversed the judg- 
ment, and although legal prosecution was 
abandoned she was subjected to every kind of 
persecution the bigotea Puritans of Canter- 
bury could devise. She suffered pecuuiary 
josses, and her little property was further 
wasted by the husband she married some years 
jater—Mr. Phille, a Baptist clergyman. After 
bis death she removed Wes and now at 
the age of 83 is hving on a small farm at 
Elk Falls, Kas.. where rent on shares af- 
fords her only a meagre support. When vis 
ited sOme months ago by a man from 
her native town of Canterbury, she grieved 
over the wrong which ebe suffered by 
a criminal conviction remaining upon 
the court records of her native State. The 
memorial presented today, and which is signed 
by the descendants of those who persecuted 
her fifty years ago, as a matter of justice asks 
that the Legislature order that the court record 
be expunged and that the State give the aged 


woman $2,000 for her support in her closing

A Lively Scene in the Ohio Senate 
Over the Contested Demo- 
cratic Seats. 


Searching Investigation to Be Made in 
the Alleged Bribery Cases of 
Ohio Legislators.

CutumsBos, O., Jan. 20.—[Special.}—The bat- 
tle over thé contest of the Daltonite Senators 
to hold their seats and the first showing of the 
rules adopted by the Democratic majority to 
throttle Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy began today, and 

‘the consequence was one of the most exciting 
scenes of the many that have occurred in the 
Ohio Legislature witbin the last ten days. The 
ball opened soon after the Senate convened, 
when Senator Pavey offered a Senate resolu- 
tion providing for relieving the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections from further consid- 
eration of the cases of the four Hamilton Coun- 
ty Democrats whose title to seats in the Senate 
is in question, and providing that the Senate 
proceed to the consideration of the cases in 
open session Jan. 26. Assoou as he bad fin- 
ished reading the jresolution Clerk Vallandig- 
ham, usurping the authority of the presiding 
officer, said: “Under Rule 9 this resolution 
will be referred to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, and the Clerk will so record it 
upon the journal.” Clerk Vallandigham ‘then 
ran to the desk of Senator Van Cleaf, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, and handed him the resolution. Lieut.- 
Gov. Kennedys gavel came down on his desk 
with a bang as be announced in a flerce tone: 
„The Clerk does not rule this Senate.“ 

Mr. Rannelis gave notice to discuss, and 
Clerk Vallandigham was attempting to say 
more, when Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy said: The 
Cierk will keep quiet. As notice has been 
given to discuss, the resolution will lie over till 
tomorrow.“ 

As Clerk Vallendingham was still attempting 
to make a speech, Senator Pringle arose and 
asked “What right bas the Clerk to act as a 
member of this body?“ 

„He bas no right to act as a member.“ re- 
sponded Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy. “The Clerk 
will take his seat.“ 

Here bedlam ensued, the President rapping 
for order, but amid cries of “revolutionary,”’ 
“shame,” ete., from the Democrats and the 
cheers of the Republican Senators, it was im- 
possible for business to proceed. Senator 
Pavey rose to a question of order on the speech 
of Senator Cable regardimg Rule 9. 

The latter was ruled out of order. Gable 
jumped upon a seat, and in a stentorian voice 
appealed from President Kennedy's decision, 
but Kennedy said that under Rule 71 the ap- 
peal was out of order. : 

Rule 9, to which Clerk Vallandigham ro- 
ferred, is one of the illegal rules the Demo- 
crats in the Senate adopted to tie the hands of 
the Lieutenant-Governor ia the Hamilton Coun- 
ty cases. It provides: 

All memorials, papers, resolutions, testimony, 
motions, and matters whatsoever relating to the 
right of any person Or persons to a seat in the 
Senate shall be referred to the Committee on Priv- 
lleges and Elections. : 

After the adjournment of the Senate Clerk 
Vallandigbam Gen. Kennedy that the 
Senate journal will show that the resoiution 
was referred to the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections. 

“Tf it does, the journal will be corrected,” 
responded Gen. Kennedy. “If you remain 
here as Clerk you must record the doings of 
the Senate, and if you do not I will put some 
one there who will.“ 

The resolution offered by Senator Pavey is as 
follows, and provides for just what Senator 
Hopple, one of the Hamilton County mem- 
bers, asked for in his speech yesterday: 

WHEREAS, John Brashears, James C. Hopple, 
Robert Kuehnert, and Moses F. Wilson of the 
County of Hamilton and State of Ohio are now oc- 
cupying seats inthe Senate of the Sixty-seventh 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio as members 
thereof from the First Senatorial District of said 
State, claiming and asserting their right thereto, 
and to the office of Senator in said General Assem- 
bly, by reason of their having been elected as such 
members by the duly qualified electors of said 
district at the State election, had and held in said 
district and in said County of Hamilton the 13th 
day of October, 1885; and 

WHEREAS, It is charged that great irregularities 
and gross frauds and forgeries were committed at 
said election, the sanctity of the ballot-boxes in- 
vaded, false and fraudulent votes received, the 
ballots of duly qualified electors suppressed, and 
other and different ballots in numerous instances 
substituted therefor and deposited in the dallot- 
buxes by corrupt and unprincipied judges of said 
election; false and fraudulent returns were 
made, the tally-sheets and poli-books altered and 
changed, and that the abstract of votes of said 
election was faisely and fraudulently made; and 

W BEREAS, The right of the said John Brashears, 
James C. Hopple, Robert Kuehnert, and Moses F. 
Wuson to occupy seats und to the office of Senator 
in the Senate of said General Assembly is contest- 
ed by Samuel Bailey Jr., and has been appealed to 
said Senate and is now pending therein by said 
Samuel Bailey Jr., a resident of said County of 
Hamilton and an electorof said district and a 
voter at said election; and 

WHEREAS, Notice of said contest and appeal has 
deen duly served upon said contestees, and the 
papers, evidence, and testimony taken and matters 
relating to said contest have been presented to the 
Senate and filed with the Clerk thereof, and by the 
Senate referred tothe Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, to whom have been referred the papers, 
documents, and evidence in said contest and ap- 
peal of said Samuel Bailey Jr. as to the right of the 
said John Brashears, James C. Hopple, Robert 
Kuehenert, and Moses F. Wilson to their seats 
and to the office of Senator in the Senate of the 
Sixty-seventh General Assembly of the State of 
Ohio, be relieved from the further consideration 
of the said matter so referred, and that the 
said committee is hereby directed to return 
to the Senate al) the papers, docu- 
ments, and evidence relating thereto, together 
with report of their proceedings, if any were had, 
therein, and that the Senate do proceed in open 
session to the hearing and determining of said 
matters so as aforesaia contested and appealed, 
and for that purpose that the said proceedings in 
said contest and appeal be set for hearing aud 
made the special order of the day Tuesday, Jan. 26, 
A. D. 1886, at the hour of 10 o’clock a. m., and the 
same be continued trom day to day thereafter at 
the same hour until said contest and appeal shail 
be finally disposed of. 

The fight will begin early in the morning, for 
the resolution will be called up and after de- 
bate adopted. Then will come the great ques- 
non as to whether the Hamilton County mem- 
bers have a right to vote on it in violation of 
Sec. 8,014 of the Revised Statutes, which, in 
prescribing rules for the trial of a contest of a 
seat in the Senate. says: Neither the con- 
testor nor the contestee shail vote upon the 
final decision nor upon any preliminary ques- 
tion that bas any reference thereto.” 

Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy bas taken the advice 
of constitutional lawyers in the matter and 
will no. allow them to vote. Then iook out 
for a political Lime-Kiln at the State-House.

DOINGS OF THE KANSAS LEGISLATURE. 

TopeKka, Kas., Jan. 20.—[Special.}—The sec- 
ond day’s session of the Kansas Legislature 
was productive of numerous bilis, mostly of a 
local character, but few pertaining to tne spe- 
cial subjects referred to in the Governor's 
message. In the House ninety-nine bills were 
introduced. A concurrent resolution was 
offered relating to right of way to railroads 
through the Indian Territory and urging the 
Kansas Congressional delegation to secure 
requisit legislation granting to such railroads 
as may desire the lawfu: right of way through 
the Territory. The House discussed for some 
time a resolution requesting the Kansas deie- 
gation in Congress to secure the passage of a 
law ¢ a pension of $8 a month to a Mex- 
loan soldier of the Union army who had 
reached the age of 55 years. The resolution 
was adopted by a vote of 94 to 8. 

Among the bilis introduced was one to re- 
duce the charge for telephones to $3 a month. 

In the Senate Mr. Kelly introduced a concur- 
rent resolumon asking Congruss to establisa 
two military posts on the Southwestera front- 
jer of Kansas, sufficiently garrisoned with 
troops to insure protection to the citizens 
against the invasion of Indians. 

A resolution requesting the Kailroad Com- 
mittee ta prepare a bili campelling all railroads 
to coustruct switch connections at ali junction 
points and crossings where the Railroad Com- 
missioners believe the accommodation neces- 
sary was voted down. 

Senator Green offered a resolution reciting 
the fact that Gen. Sheridan bas recommended 
the enlargement of Fort Riley, with a view of 
establishing at said fort a school for the train- 
ing of the cavairy and light artillery arms of 
the serVice and urging our delegation in Con- 
gress to secure an appropriation for that pur- 


pose. 

Among the Senate bills introduced were the 
foliowing: Authorizing the establishment and 
maintenance of county bigh-schools; making 
the 30th of May a legal holiday; providing for 
grand juries; incorporating mutual live-stock 
insurance companies: compelling the record- 
ing of tax-deeds; regulating the practice of 
medicine; abolishing the office of County 
Auditor; and thirty-seven other bills of only 
local character. 

The important work of the session has not 
yet been touched, and it is probable the ses- 
sion will continue for thirty days. 

Senators and Representatives say that they 
will not hurry the work, as they wish to give 
the questions of appointment the most careful 
consideration. Much will depend upon the re- 
port of the Committee on Appointments. If 
there should be anything like unanimity in the 
report, it is thought the Legislature . will 
adopt it without extended debate. There is a 
section fight between the east and the west, 
representing respectively the old and new seo- 
tions of the State. The east bas always the 
balance of power, and members from the west 
will try to make the distribution more equal and 
in accord with the demands and mgbts of the 
growing west. Another prominent question is 
that relating to the setilement of county lines, 
a question which bas caused more or less dis 
turbance in the western counties. It is thought 
a bill will be passed st this session providing 
for grand juries, in obedience to the wishes of 
the temperance faction of the State. Some 
changes will no doubt be made by way of 
strengthening the Prohibitory Liquor law.

NASHVILLE’S MYSTERY. 


THE BODY OF A MAN FOUND CUT INTO NINE 
PIECES—NO DOUBT THAT A MURDER WAS 
COMMITTED, 

Nas nume, Tenn., Jan. 20.—The greatest 
excitement has existed throughout the city 
over last nigut's horrible discovery of a human 
boay cut into nine pieces with an ax. The re- 
mains are still at the undertaker’s unidentified. 
The Coroner had the arme washed this morn- 
ing, and it was definitly ascertained that the 
deceased was a white man. On his left 
arm several letters and figures done 
in india ink are discovered. “M A R 
TN“ were easily distinguished with a 
magnifying-giass. There is a space between 
the “/T and N.“ and the supposition is that 
the name was Martin. There were other let- 
ters and figures, but they could not be made 
out. On the back of the hand there were fle- 
ures tattooed in colored ink. A Masonic square 
and compasses in the centre, G. A. R. above, 
and 1. O. R. M. below, indicating, it is thought, 
his membership in these three organizations. 
The Deputy Coroner, accompanied by a posse, 
went out early this morning and searched 
thoroughly for the bead, but without sucvess. 
The Coroner bad a vacant house, jocated on 
Belleville street, about twenty-five yards dis- 
tant from the scene, broken open and searched. 
A pair of pantaioons, part of a deck of cards, a 
tuft of bair, and a derby hat were found in a 
room. 

An impression seems to prevail in some 
quarters that the chopping up of tbe body was 
the resuit of dissection by medical students, 
but those who have viewed, the remains say 
that it is impossibie that the body could bave 
been cut up by students, as it Dears every in- 
dication of having been done with an ax, and 
in a violent manner. 

Upon a close examination of the right hand 
of the dead man this afternoon was found 
within the tigbtiy-clinched fiagers a tuft of 
bair, which, when examined and compared 
with other hair, proved to be that of a negro. 
It is supposed that the victim had a death- 
grasp on bis assaiiant’s bead, and was killed 
while holding on, and that in his fall he pulled 
out a handful ot hair. 

Your corréspondent tonight interviewed the 
only member of the Coroner's jury who would 
talk, and de said nvthing positive bad been 
learned of the horrible mystery, but he could 
almost give assurance that the guilty party 
would be brought to justice. 

Do you think the party who committed the 
murder lives in that neighborhod?”’ 

“Well, not far off.“ 

“Have you an actual clew?”’ 

“Well, the jury alftive out there, and we 
know the neighborhood; but we are not going 
to put ourselves forward. I tell you none of 
us wants to gex burned out; but what is need- 
ed is a good devsctive, and there is no money 
in it.

THE CONDEXNED PRISONER. 


WHY HE RETAINS ENS APPETITE UP TO 
THE HOUR OF Ms EXECUTION. 

Dr. William B. Hazard of St. Louis says: 
Any one would naturally suppose that appe- 
tite for food would fail the condemned pris- 
oner the morning of his execution, but it 
would appear that the rule is frequently the 
reverse of this. He eats a good supper the 
night before, follows it with a substantial lunch 
at bed-time, and his sleep is sound al! night 
long. As the fatal moment draws nigh he 
devours with gusto a breakfast that would pre- 
pare a laborer for a bard day’s work. I can 
not, like Victor Hugo, mentaliy change places 
with the condemned in bis last bour, but I 
suspect that something of the condition of 
mind characteristic of the victim of cancer in 
its last stages must be his as the supreme mo- 
ment approaches. All hope is lost, apathy suc- 
ceeds the alternations of conflicting emotions 
he felt while his case was fought over in the 
courts, the sullenness of despair benumbs the 
higher intellectual faculties, until at last the 
merely animal instincts prevail. He eats his 
last breakfast with the same eagerness as he 
clutches at the rope which suspends him. The 
brutality of our (practically) public execu- 
tions is unworthy of an eovlightened age. 
Death by the headsman’s ax, by the guillotine, 
or by the Spavist garrote is more mercifui 
and less degrading to the spectators and those 
who read of it. Electricity, in some over- 
powermg form, imitating the lightning’s 
stroke, would make the vengeance of outraged 
law more awe inspiring, painless, and altogether 
more scientific than is possible by this rem- 
nant of the barbarism of the middle ages, the 
hangman's noose.

DWIGHT I. MOODY. 


Choir of Four or Five Hun- 
dred Voices. 


A Sermon to Another Immense Audi- 
ence on the Observance of the 
Ten Commandments, 
Subservience to Any Form of Sin Con- 
strued as Idolatry— The Services 
for Women. 


The Chicago Avenue Church was packed al- 
most to suffocation last evening. The defective 
ventilation spoken of in Monday's TRIBUNE 
had been greatiy improved and only occasion- 
ally were the windows opened, and then only 
for a sbort time. Mr. Moody bas suffered con- 
tinuously from severe pains in the chest and 
stomach since Sunday, and he attributes his 
sufferings to the above cause. He bad evident- 
ly recovered somewhat by last evening, as his 
voice was clearer and stronger than at any 
previous time. His audience was made 
up very largely of workingmen, while there 
was quite a large number of ladies occupying 
seats in the gallery. He prefaced the praise 
service by announcing that steps had been 
taken toward the organization of a mammoth 
male choir of from 400 to 500 voices, and all 
who wanted to become members were asked to 


attend a meeting to be held next Saturday 
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evening, when an organization would be effect- 
ed. No music, he said, so stirred bis soul as a 
good male choir. If enough men would enter 
it and stick to it the time would soon 
come when no building in the city 
would be large enough to bo.d the people who 
would come to hear them sing. While he was 
in Glasgow a choir of. about 400 men was 
formed. For the first few times that they 
sang they lacked power and their voices sound- 
ed Uke tinpans and kettles hammered with a 
stick. Six months after he beard them again 
and they had become splendid singers. A mag- 
nificent choir could be formed out of those 
present, and he wanted them to sing then if 
they had never sung before. 

Mr. Moody's remarks had their effect, as was 
seen when the first hymn was sung. Every 
man in the vast assemblage opened bis mouth 
and sang in some sort of fashion, and a mighty 
volume of sound it was. 

THE SERMON. 

Mr. Moody chose for his subject the Ten 
Commandments. He wanted bis hearers to 
imugine that a golden chain suspended from 
Heaven, and reaching downto the earth, bad 
attached to its earthly end a pair of balance 
scales. Into these scales he wanted each man 
to stepand be weighed, with the Ten Com- 
mandments used for weights. How many were 
there who imagined they were ready to be 
weighed in that manner? How many were there 
who didn’t feel that they couldn't bring the 
scales to a balance if any one of the com- 
mand ments were used for a weight? Concerning 
the commandment fordidamg the worship of 
anything besides God, he said it was not nec- 
essary to go to India for barbarians and idola- 
tors; they could be found in almost every 
business house where men worshiped their 
business more than they did God. 


RUM AND WHISKY DKINKERS IDOLATORS. 
Every man who drank rum and whisky was 
an idolator. Some men worsbiped themselves. 
He knew of good people who wanted to be 
Christians who worshiped the Bible instead of 
God. Swearing, tying, and Sabbath-breaking 
were all violations of the commandments. 
Men who wouldn’t swear before their muth- 
ers and their obiidren but swore when 
from them had more respect 
for them than they had for God. 
Men would lie when not even avy temporary 
benefit was expected. He bad known of men 
who bad deciared positively that they had 
seen Mr. Moody drink intoxicating liquors 
when those men knew they were bearing false 
witness against him. 


OBSERVANCE OF THE SABBATH. 

“Some employers make their men work 
ten or twelve bours a day seven days in the 
Week,“ continued Mr. Moody. “No work of 
any kind should be done Sunday. Don't read 
another Sunday paper againas long as you 
live. Don’t take Sunday away from the re- 
porters and printers.“ Ounce when in Glasgow 
be had a Sunday appoinment several miles dis- 
tant from where he was living. Some of his 
friends who did not know he would not ride 
Sunday sent to a large establishment 
where many horses and carriages were owned. 
fie thanked God that the proprietors were men 
who loved God enough to send back word that 
Mr. Moody bad better not preach in Glasgow 
if be had to ride four miles through the fourth 
commandment to do s. He had not ridden in 
a borse-car Sunday since lone before the War. 

At this point a gaunt individual with long 
hair and who was standing in the 
lobby back ot the seats on the main 
floor, called out loudly: “Mr. Moody! Mr. 
Moody! Preach Christ! Preach Christ!’ 
“I am preachmng Christ when I say honor thy 
father and thy mother,“ thundered the evan- 
gelist. Continuing, be said be had never 
known a man to be successful in business who 
didn’t honor his father. It seemed that the 
hand of God was raised between such a man 
and success. 

Of the law against adultery the evangelist 
was most emphatic. A young man bad been 
brought to him the evening before and had 
told bim that be believed it was necessary and 
right to commit adultery. The surest, speed- 
jest way to hell was through the hariot.’ 
One of the most unjust things be- 
fore high Heaven, said Mr. Moody, was the 
way women were cast out toa social, living 
death after they have been deceived and 
ruined by libertines. These poor créatures 
were worse than murdered, and yet the das- 
tarde who had socrueily ana devilishly destroy- 
ed them often escaped punishment until they 
met the awful one of the wrath of God. He 
bad asked the person who bad brought that 
yourg aduiterer to him if be had ever a loved 
such a man to enter bis house or family. It 


less liable to oontamiunte and destroy. The vo 


of the libertine was biacker, blacker, blacker 
than the soul of the hariot. If a man had ever 
stolen he should at once give back to the 
owner what bad been stolen. He believed 
there should be more sermons on restitution; 
they often accomplish much good. Once in 
Ireland aman hastily left the meeting while 
he was preaching about restitution. That man 
as quickly as possible restored to their rigut- 


ful owners hundreds of pounds he bad robbed. 


and swindled them out of. 

The speaker nadn't time to take up the 
rest of the commandments in detail, but must 
take them altogether. Were his hearers 
ready to step into the scales? The 
idolater, the Sabbath-breaker, the thief, 
the liar, the drunkard, the adulterer wero all 
shut out of Heaven uniess they would confess 
to God their sing and then forever reject them 
and receive forgiveness. 

The usual invitation to those who desired to 
seck conversion to go to the rooms below for 
prayer was then extended, and some three or 
four hundred followed the evangelist down- 
stairs, * an hour of prayer and exhortation 
ensued. 


THE AFTERNOON SERVICES FOR WOMEN. 

The fast-falling snow conld not prevail 
against Mr. Moody, and the seating capacity 
of the Chicago Avenue Chureh was entirely ex- 
buusted by the vast turong of women who at- 
tended the second women's meeting. The ap- 
peal of the evangelist made at the first. méet- 
ine for the appearance of more calico dresses 
bad apparently not been without avail. There 
were also many babes in arms, who occasional- 
ly manifested their presence by lusty crowing. 
Scattered amongst the 3,000 women there were 
scarcely more than a score of men. The first 
baif-hour was spent in singing wel- 
known gospel by mus. The beauti- 
fui effect of the soft, plaintive voices of the 
great femaie chorus was again noticeable. Be- 
fore beginuing his sermon the evangelist made 
an appeal for the presence of men and women 
Who were not Christlans or church-goers. 
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wanted all euch people present to send in their 
names, and some ove would visit them at their 
homes and pray with them. He was glad to 
see so many women present with babies. He 
wished that every one of them bad brougbt a 
baby with them. Christian ladies were down- 
stairs with a lot ot little ones and amusing 
‘bem with rattles, cutting out paper do:ls and 
otherwise tickling their infant fancies, while 
their mothers were up-stairs hearing the evan- 
gelist. 

The theme for the afternoon was “ Assur- 
ance.“ There were three classes in every 
church, Mr. Moody said. The first were the 
uneonverted eburchmen; the second, those 
who faintly believed in the Lord; the third 
was the rea! Christian. The reason that nine- 
teen out of every twenty members of the 
churches were unqualified for church work 
was because they did not know whether they 
were saved or not. The Epistie of Jobn does 
not contain the word “repent,”” but be- 
lieve’ occurs ninety-cight times. That 
word was the key to that epistie. That 
epistie was written to express the divinity of 
Christ's divine origin. The second epistie of 
John containea the word know about thirty 
times. The Christian knew he was saved. He 
knew he would pass into life. The only thing 
Christ gave to bis desciples was love. Only a 
Christian bad the power to love an enemy. 
Earnestness availed nothing. A man could not 
get a check for $10,000 cashed no matter how 
earnest be might be in his desire if he had no 
securitics to offer. 

“I bave o'ten said,” Mr. Moody continued, 
„that if we bad no better representatives in 
Heaveu than God has down here our case 
would be poorly attended to. When He for- 
gives our sins, that is the end of it. If you 
once forgave a child and be should come the 
second time and ask to be forgiven you would 
feel that your word was doubted; just so you 
dishonor God if you go to Him with 
sins. He has once (forgiven, There 
are degrees in Heaven. Some Christians 
will get into Heaven by the skin of their teeth. 
Think you that the lazy Christian of the nine- 
teenth .century will rank with St. Paul. 
Sound bodies are not necessary for Christian!- 
ty. Isaw a man in Dundee who bud been upon 
his bed for forty years with a broken back, and 
yet he was bappy in the love ef Goc. Some 
Christians are miserable because God doesn’t 
give them some token of their salvation. Ili I 
tell you I will see you at 9 o'clock jou might 
as well, even a great deal better, ask 
me for my watch as a token. The 
newspapers sometimes call me a Methodist. 
Tam not, but sometimes I get so full of giory 
that lam almost a Methodist. The tw - 
third Psalm is more often qvoted than any 
other of the same number of verses in the 
Bible. It is chanted in the cathedrals and 
eynagogs. Ihave heard over a hundred men 
quote from that verse, ‘Though 1 walk 
through the dark valley,’ etc. Now the word 
‘dark’ is not there exvept when the devil puts 
it there. This is the way it reads: ‘Though I 
walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death.” Whoever saw a shadow in a dark 
place? When you get home go into your cellar 
and see if you can see one there.“ 

The evangelist closed with an earnest appeal 
for all to remain to a prayer-meeting, All re- 
mained, anda large number eventually went 
to the large room down-stairs to seek conver- 
sion. 

Mr. Moody will speak in Farwell Hall tomor- 
row morning on city evangelization, The 
services will open promptly at 12 o'clock and 
close at 1, in order to give business-men an op- 
portunity to attend the meeting. Ata similar 
meeting recentiy held in New York it is said 
that business-men left their stores, and banks, 
and offices in orderto be present at the serv- 
ices, and it is claimed that the subject is of as 
great interest to Chicago as to any city in 
America. Tickets will not be required to se- 
cure admission to this meeting.

Zukertort Wins the Fourth and 
Last Game from Steinitz in 
New York. 


** 


The Next Contests Between the Two 
Will Take Place in St. 
Louis. 


Correct Scores of the Initial Games Played 
by the Two Great Master 
Artists. 


New Tonk, Jan. 20.—/|Special.]—Cartier’s 
Hall in Fifth avenue was again crowded today 
with lovers of chess who were anxious to know 
whether Steinitz would retrieve some of bis 
losses and thus prolong the match in this city. 
Zukertort looked better than he did Monday, 
and even Steinitz appeared to be in better con- 
dition. Zukertort led off with the queen's 
gambit, which was declined by Steinitz, who 
responded with his favorit move PQB3. An 
oid gentleman, who has played chess for the 
last sixty years, remarked that it was a 
weak défense, notwithstanding the fact that 
Steinitz had a pecular way of playing 
it. Both contestants moved very cautiously, 
and only after long thought. Pawns were ex- 
changed in the fifth move, and other men were 
pushed forward in the form of a phalanx, sup- 
ported by cavalry and church, and commanded 
by the queens in person. Then Steinitz began 
to mass hi. pieces for an attack along the 
king’s wing, while Zukertort endeavored to 
block the way with pawns that proved to be 
serious obstructions. Steinitz, however, beld 
on with bulldog pertinacity, although his 
pieces were becoming cramped, and he 
let go ons of his favorit bishops 
for one of the epemy’s knights. For 
a long time the battle raged around this posi- 
tion, and the struggle was becoming 
more interesting and more serious. Then 
Steinitz seemed to shift bis attack to the 
other wing, for he moved his queen to the 
queen’s side, and there he managed to get her 
blocked, walled up by his own and the enemy's 
forces, so that she was unable to go to the 
rescue when her services were most 
wanted. His knights also were cramped 
while Zukertort was able to bring his two 
rooks, queen, and knight to storm the black 
king’s fort. Very late in the battle Steinitz 
was able to bring around his queen, but not 
before bis earthworks had been stormed and 
taken, and the white ensign, backed by the 
white army, was tauntingly waved in ber face. 
It did not take Steinitz long to see that the 
battle had practically been lost, and that to 
continue the fight would be an unnecessarv 
waste of time and energy against the fearful 
odds. So he resigned. This ended the match 
in this city, and it will be continued in St. 
Louis Friday, Jan. 29.

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CORRECT SCORES OF THE GAMES BETWEEN

Tse Trreune has received a number of let- 
ters complaining of the scores of the games in 
the chess tournament in New York which 
have been printed in the Associated Press dis- 
patches. These scores were, of course, not 
made up by the correspondents of Taz Tris- 
UNE, and this paper has not attempted to 
verify them until recently. But it now appears 
that, with the exception of the second game, 
all the reports were inaccurate, and purported 
to give arecord of games which it is impossi- 
ble to play on any chess-board. For the ben- 
efit of persons interested in chess we herewith 
reproduce from the New York papers correct 
scores of the first, third, and fourth games, the 
second having been correctly printed in the 
first place:

FITZ JOHN PORTER’S CASE. 

The minority report of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs on the bill for the relief of 
Fitz John Porter was laid before the House 
today. The minority says the only tenabl e 
ground upon which the report can be sustained 
and the finding of the court-martial reversed is 
that the court wickedly, corruptly, and mali- 
ciously conspired to sacrifice Porter to save 
Pope from the odium of deteat, and 
it would be a bold man who affirms 
that proposition. The minority argues that 
the bill 1% upconstitutional, inasmuch as it 
is a usurpation by Congress of the functions of 
the codrdinate branches of the Government. 
They say that if the bill does not nominate 
Porter to office it ig an absolute nullity. If it 
does nominate him it is an invasion of the ex- 
ecutive prerogative. Itis advice orlaw. If 
advice it is useless, and if law it is usurpation. 
If the court-martial erred there was no appeal. 
The minority respected Porter for his persist- 
ence, but stili it could not but believe that bis 
disobedience and inaction cast a shroud of wo 
over thousands at home and brought disaster 
to the National cause. 

COMMITTEE WORK. 

The House mittee on Goinage today post- 
poned until the hext meeting consideration of 
all bills relating to the coinage of the silver 
dollar. The committee will then begin the 
discussion of the different phases of the ques- 
tion, and disvose of them as rapidiy as the im- 
portance of the question will allow. It 
was the general understandmg of the 
committee that the bill introduced by 
Chairman Biand, to repeal that portion of 
the act of June 9. 1879, providing 
for the exchange and redemption of subsidiary 
coin for lawful money, should be reported fa- 
vorably. Final action on tbe bill, however, 
was not taken, as the committee thought it 
might lead to the premature opening up of the 
silver question in the House. All bills relating 
to the trade dollar were referred to a sub-com- 
mittee consisting of Representatives Lanham, 
McCreery, and James, after which an adjourn- 
ment was taken. 

The House Committee on Reform in the 
Civil Service today unanimously instructed 
Representative Pulitzer to report adversely a 
bill introduced by Representative Seney of 
Ohio for the repeal of the Civil-Service law. 
A sub-committee consisting of Representatives 
Clements, Pulitzer, and Spooner of Rhode ISI- 
and was appointed to consider all bills relating 
to the repeal of the Tenure-of-Office act. 

The House Committee on Pacific Railways 
today agreed to make the Dunn bill to amena, 
the Thurman act a special order for considera- 
tion at their meeting next Wednesday. The 
committee will receive applications from par- 
ties interested to be heard in argument upon 
the measure that day. 

The Appropriations Committee of the House 
today discussed Mr. Morrison’s bill to reveal all 
acts making permanent annual appropriations. 
No expression, of opinion was had, but the 
Chairman was instructed to make inquiry of 
the Secretary of the Treasury regarding the 
branches of the Government service that would 
be affected by the — — ot the measure. 

The House Committee on Agriculture today 
agreed to report favorably a bill authorizing 
the transfer of a portion of the money appro- 
priated for the laboratory division of the Agri- 
cultural Department to the seed division of 
the department. This bill is really for the re 
lief of the Commissioner of Agriculture. 

IN GENERAL 


In the Senate a resolution was offered by Mr. 
Mitchell of Oregon, for reference to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Keiations, and was 80 re- 
ferred, calling on the Secretary of State for 
copies of all correspondence between the 
United States Government and the Chinese 
Government as to the promulgation of our 
treaty with China, baving reference to the en- 
forcement of the treaty provisions. 

The resolution to pay the expenses of Judge 
Underwood ot Virginia in contesting a seat in 
the Senate, which resolution has lain over 
since the special session of the Senate, was 
laid before the Senate, and, on objection by 
Mr. Allison to its present consideration, it 
went over.

MR, STOREY’S SANITY. 


More Testimony Tending to Show 
that His Brain Was Affected 


Queer Letters. 


A. L. Patterson Describes Mr. Storey’s 
Way of Doing Business—His 
Peculiar Whims. 


Mr. Trude on the Stand—The Lawyers 
Skirmishing with Each Other How 
They Are Situated. 


The Storey will case, which is on trial before 
Judge Rogers, is developing some very curious 
features. Mrs. Eureka C. Storey claims to be 
the proponent of the will of 1881, which ap- 
points ber as executrix, and which was re- 
jected by Judge Knickerbocker. She is repre- 
sented in ber appeal by Trumbull, Wash- 
burne Robbins and Dexter, Herrick & 
Allen. When Judge Knickerbocker re- 
fused to admit the will to probate 
she at first appealed, but afterwards, apparent- 
ly intending to offer the will of 1879, she dis- 
missed her appeal. The two wills are virtually 
identical, but Mr. Storey is alleged to have 
been insane iu 1881, while some persons say he 
was rational in 1879. After Mrs. Storey bad 
dismissed her appeal, the heirs, Anson L. 
Storey and Mary E. Farrand, or one of them, 
took an appeal through W. C. Goudy, it is 
alleged, and then Mr. Goudy withdrew his ap- 
pearance for Mrs. Farrand, and John P. 
Altgeid was substituted. Mr. Goudy now rep- 
resents Anson L. Storey. One curious feature 
of the case is that the interests of the heirs, 
Anson L. Storey and Mrs. Farrand, are hostile 
to all wilis of their brother, yet Mrs. Farrand 
appears as an appellant, resisting the order of 
probate which rejected the will of 1881. Mr. 
Altgeld, representing Mrs. Farrand, is thus 
placed in an equivocal position, and the law- 
vers at the other corners of the triangular oon- 
test did not fail to avail themBelves of this fact. 
Mr. Altgeld explains to the court by say- 
ing that, while hostile to both wills, 
bis client prefers the will of 1881 if either has 
to go to probate. Another curious feature of 
the case is that each of the three groups of 
lawyers is constantly charging one or both of 
the others with bad faith. Two witnesses to 
the will having been examined. Mr. Altgeid 
protested that both Mrs. Eureka C. Storey and 
Anson L. Storey were playmg a “ bluff game” 
and humbugging the court; that they did not, 
in fact, want the will proved; and that 
they studiously avoided asking the questions 
necessary to establish the will. Mr. Dexter re- 
torted in kind, asserting that Mr. Altgeld's 
zeal was all for effect, and that Mrs. Farrand, 
whom he represented, was secretly trying 
through him to break down the will instead of 
prove it. Mr. Altgeld commented upon Mr. 
Goudy’s conduct in taking the appeal and aft- 
erwards dismissing it. Mr. Goudy thereupon 
denied that be ever took the appeal for Mrs. 
Farrand, and Mr. Dexter read a part of the 
record which showed Mr. Goudy’s name as 
counsel for Mrs. Farrand in her appeal. A 
large portion of the day was consumed in these 
controversies between the lawyers as to one an- 
other’s objects and intentions and the interests 
they represented. 

MORE LETTERS. . 

These skirmishes were dispersed through the 
day. When the court got down to work Austin 
L. Patterson again took the stand, and his 
cross-exaniination was resumed by Mr. Goudy, 
who produced a series of letters received by 
Mr. Patterson from Wilbur F. Storey prior to 
the execution of the willof 1881. When iden- 
tified by the witness these letters were read 
by Mr. Goudy. Enough of them to show their 
character were printed in THz Tripung yes- 
terday morning. They reveal Mr. Storey in 
the character of a firm believer in Spiritual- 
ism, fancying bimself in constant intercourse 
with Little Squaw, Nigger Pete, and other 
denizens of the invisibie world. Besides the 
letters already published, the following may be 
of interest: 


DARTFORD, Wis., July 2, 1880.—Dear Sir: In re- 
gard to the repairs of which you write, do just as 
you should yourself if it was your own iob. Not 
being on the ground, I cannot judge particularly. 
Doing the same as if you were acting for yourself I 
have no doubt you will do just what onght to be 
done. l would make a good job of it. I am having 
some extraordinary treatment, the result of which 
we shall know hereafter. I think it is treatment 
by agencies which can see farther into a milistone 
than our sort of people, yet not at all supernatural, 
but perfectly natural. 1 am glad everything is 
going so well. This ts a delightful place, except 
mosquitoes, but they, | understand, last but a fort- 
night. They have been here a week already. 
Yours truly, W. F. 8. 


JULY 18—Evening.—Mr. Patterson; I return Goy- 
ernment vouchers. 

Of course we don’t want the Board of Trade re- 
moved and should do all we can to preventit. At 
this moment I have not heard the result of today’s 
yoting. 

It was this morning announced to me in a very 
impressive manner, by an invisible agency, that 
the disease of my brain had been arrested. My 
improvement is immense. The pain has left my 
head. Ihave been walking about the house today 
without a cane and feel generally like a new man. 
lam promised continual improvement, and very 
great improvement, when the frost is on the 
ground.“ Yet, do not suppose that I can run like 
a deer, but that lam visibly better.

MR. STOREY’S PECULIAKITIES. 

Mr. Patterson said that the letters shown him 
were ull that were ever received by him from 
Green Lake. The initials L. S.“ stood for 
Little Squaw.” Storey always at that time 
avoided the mention of business affairs when 
he could do so. ‘Though his Habilities were in 
the neighborhood of $400,000 he would not talk 
about them, and, indeed, seemed not to 
realize their existence. If approached on 
the subject he would turn the conversa- 
tion to Little Squaw,“ his spiritual monitor, 
whe, according to bis notions, generally needed 
a blanket to keep her warm. From this he 
would pass to the effect ot sewer-gas upon his 
health. The Times meanwhile was running be- 
hind, because of the extravagance of the cor- 
respondents employed by Storey. Weekly bills 
for telegraphing would rua up to $3,500 at 

es. As to his new house, he began the 
plans about January, 1879. Macy was the 
first architect employed. His estimate 
was $100,000. Then Storey employed Mr. 
Willett instead of Mr. Macy. and the 
prospective. cost was advanced to $400,000. The 
mansion was to consist of four lofty stories, 
containing seventy-five rooms or more, includ- 
ing a chapel, a theatre, and an apartment for 
private theatricals. The walis are now built. 
The exterior is white Vermont marbie, and the 
walls within are nearly three feet in thickness. 
No wood was to be used in the interior. The 
floors were to be laid in tile supported by joists 
of iron. The house was to bave an elevator. 
The amount actually expended has been about 
$250,000, but nothing has been done since Mr. 
Storey’s death. The money for this enterprise 
of Mr. Storey's came out of the Times office, 
and the paper became involved in debt ac- 
cordingly. 

Witness, in reply to questions, went on to 
give some account of Storey’s domestic at- 
tairs. He thought his family expenses would 
not exceed $8,000 a year. When he began to 
build his marble bouse the annual net income 
of the Times was about $36,000, though it va- 
ried greatly from year to year, 


suffered from sewer-gas. 
gave him, in his opinion, much good advice on 
this subject. She assured bim that his health 
was bad, and that sewer-gas Was the cause, 
The Little Squaw, though she only spoke 
through a medium, was to have an apartment 
in the marble house. Mr. Patterson had once 
attended a séance at Storey’s house, where be 
found several people, among them Mr. Snow- 
den and Jesse Shepard. The gas was turned 
down very low, and the man sang in a little 
falsetto voice, which Storey regarded as par- 
ticularly remarkable.

MR. TRUDE ON THE STAND. 

When Mr. Patterson's examination was over 
A. 8. Trude was called to the stand and ques- 
tioned regarding the execution of the will, 
which was in his own bandwriting. He had 
taken this will to Mr. Storey's bouse where it 
bad been signed. Mrs. Storey Was present at 
the time. Mr. Trude was of the opinion that 
Storey was not of sound mind at the time. 
In reply to Mr. Altgeld's questions he gave 
some account of i his business deal- 
ings with Storey. He bad Known hun 
since 1872, and bad done a good deal of legal 
business for bim. Storey’s memory was not 
good. Witness had drawn a good many con- 
tracts regardwg the Bullock press patents, und 
Storey would direct a new agreement to be 
drawn every few days. Mr. Trude would point 
out the defect in one of the contracts and 
Storey would order another to be drawn. When 
Mr. Trude told bim one had already been drawn 
according to bis last suggestions be would 
recoliect nothing about it In this way 
thirteen such contracts were drawn in a month. 
Mr. Storey also gave him many absurd direo- 
tions regarding lawsuits. He insisted on suing 


sewer-gas in the house, but Mr. Trude put him 
off. There was another set of contracts which 
Mr. Trude found to be absurd. 

„% When was the contracts you refer to drawn 
up? asked Mr. Altgeld, 

„will endeavor to make my answer respon- 
sive, said Mr. Trude, and began by recount- 
ing how Storey lived in his house, and com- 
plained that the sewer-gas rose through the 
floor, and, taking the form of snakes, went to 
his head. As Mr. Trude was proceeding with 
a long and interesting narrative Wirt Dexter 
interposed. :

FURNITURE MANUFACTURERS, 


FOURTEENTH ANNUAL SESSION OF THE 
CHICAGO EXCHANGE—ELECTION OF OF- 
FICERS., 

The fourteenth annual convention of the 
Western Furniture Manufacturers’ Exchange 
was held yesterday afternoon at the Sherman 
House, E. M. Hulse President. The President's 
address and reports of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer showed the prosperous cofidition ot the 
association. The committee appointed last 
year to askfor the restoration of the 1,000- 
mile ticket reported that nearly all the roads 
had conceded to their request. The Superin- 
tendent was instructed to obtain the standing 
of jobbers and dealers and report to manu- 
facturers. All the officers were reGiected for 
the ensuing year, as follows: President, E. M. 
Hulse; Vice-President, A. C. Smith; Secre- 
tary, John P. Fowler; Treasurer, M. Kunkle; 


Board of Directors for a term of two 
years, R. E. Pohle, Edward Yoe- 
man, John Schoen, 0. L. Wollweber. 


The Furniture Manufacturers’ Exchange of 
Chicago was the first organization of its kind 
in the United States, being organized in Au- 
gust, 1872, by four manufacturers, their object 
being to koep posted regarding the resvonsibil- 
ity of the dealers in furniture and under- 


taker's supplies in the Northwest and 
to know how they paid their biiis. The 
association, had uphill work for two 
or three years, there being so much 


jealousy in the trade, but that gradually died 
away, and the association commenced to gain 
in membership until the manufacturers de- 


ings of all dealers in the United States, and 
today the reference book, called the Blue 
Book,” contains the names of over 
50,000 dealers in furniture, undertakers’ 
supplies, picture-frames, and kindred goods, 
with a full detailed report carried out. This 
booked is now looked upon as the standard 
book of credits in the United States. The 
manufacturers in all the large cities organized 
exchanges of their own on the same plan as the 
Chicago Exchange. The association has now 
inf its membership nearly 1,000 members, lo- 
cated in nearly every State of the Union. Mr. 
M. D. Talcott, the Superintendent and acting 
Secretary, has held the position nearly thir- 
teen years, and at the same time is the Super- 
tendent of the New York, Cincinnati, and Bos- 
ton Exchanges. 

About 150 members and quite a large num- 
ber of out-of-town friends were royally enter- 
tained at a banquet at 8 o'clock in the Sher- 
man House. Among the speakers of the even- 
ing were: E. . Towne, E. Erickson, L. B. 
Hilles, W. H. Whitehead, Parker Grace, O. L. 
Wullweber, A. S. Esmay, and E. Nelson Blake. 
Mr. Blake urged the manufacturers to prepare 
for the eight-bour demand. He said the trou- 
ble all lay_in the fact that in Europe men were 
paid one-third the wages paid in this ocuntry 
and therefore our manufacturers could not 
compete with those abroad. The only remedy, 
he said, was for the home manufacturer to 
sell his goods at the nearest home market, thus 
getting a much better price.

Resolved, That the Illinois Tilemakers’ Associa- 
tion most heartily approve of the efforts of the 
lilinois State Board of Agricuiture to bring to- 
gether in competitive trial ail the inventions and 
appliances used in the work of drainage. 

Resolved, That the lilinois Tilemakers’ Associa- 
tion urge tilemakers to attend the trial of ditch- 
ing machinery to be held under the auspices of the 
lilinois State Board of Agriculture, and as far as 
possible to influence farmers engaged in or about 
to engage in the work of farm drainage to be pres- 
ent at said competition. 

Resolved, That a committee of three members of 
this association be appointed to render the State 
Board of Agriculture all possible assistance in 
promoting the objects of this trial, and that the 
committee prepare an address to tilemakers and 
farmers of the State urging their attendance at 
the proposed trial. 

Resowwed, That the tilemakers of the State be re- 
quested to have the address of the committee 
published ic the Drainage Journal and newspapers 
in their respective iocalities. 


ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 

The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted, and will doubtiess result in the call- 
ing of a convention in April at Springfield of 
the Highway Commissioners and the tilemaxers 
of the State. This convention will accomplish 
much in the way of putting into operation the 
provision of the road law recently adopted by 
the General Assembly providing for the im- 
provement of roads by tiling: 


WHEREAS, By the law of Illinois concerning 
drainage and public roads provision is made con- 
templating the use of drain-tile in accomplishing 
through drainage and in the improvement of pub- 
lic roads, placing these subjects under control of 
the Commissioners of Highways in counties hav- 
ing township organization and the proper highway 
authorities in other counties, from which it would 
seem to be for the interest of ail concerned that 
there should be closer concert of action between 
the manufacturers of tile and the highway author- 
ities of the State; therefore, 

Resolved, That a committee of three members of 
this convention be appointed to confer with the 
Commissioners of Highways of towns in counties 
under township organization and County Com- 
missioners in other counties of the State as to the. 
propriety ot holding’ a State convention of said 
highway authorities at Springfield at some time 
during the éoming spring to take into considera- 
tion, among other subjects, that of the use of drain- 
tiie in the improvement of public roads. 


The committee appointed to carry out the 
1 * of the resolution consists of Col. Charles 
“Mills, Secretary of the State Board of Agri- 


culture; Alex. McLean, Bardolph; T. D. Spauid- 
ing, Gibson City. 

These resolutions were the result of ex- 
Speaker Haines’ labors before the convention. 
He is the father of the Highway Commission- 
ers’ Association, and his object is to bring the 
two associations into such communication as 
will result to the ultimate good of both and the 
general public. 

SURFACE WASTE AND WASHING. 

The first thing on the program was a paper 
by J. J. W. Billingsley of Indianapolis, Ind., 
on **The Waste from the Suriace, Washing of 
Soils, ana the Remedy.“ The writer called 
attention to the subject by reminding the as- 
sociation that the waste was of a cbaracter 
that did not arrest attention on account of 
ite being a little at a time. The mass of those 

gaged in the tillage of agricultural lands 

ke it for granted that the waste is of little 
importance, Some think the waste of so little 
moment that a half-century will not seriously 
affect the crop yield. He said: 

We see the rain fall in torrents and the loose 
earth, dust, and water become a moving mass, 
rushing into the streams dark and turbid and on to 
the rivers and seas, but we think little of it. What 
if the streams are muddy? What of it if the 
lighter particles of soll are washed away? The 
reply willcome from many: Have we not depth 
enough of earth to last forcenturies? We answer: 
No; already there are poor spots appearing on the 
higher grounds that do not respond to the husband- 
man’s touch. Already there are farms that are 
called poor because of the successive crops and 
surface washinas. Already there are farms that 
U fields that do not pay for the labor 
of cukivation. There are large areas of 
land being impoverished by surface washing in 
Illinois, Missouri, lowa, Indiana, and other North- 
ern States. Inthe Southern States the waste is 
more alarming for the reason of the lighter sotis, 
the clean culture required for their crops of cot- 
ton, the heavy rainfalls, and disinterested labor 
employed in the Northern States losing much 
from this waste. We mention lowa, Northern Mis- 
souri, Southern Llinois, and Southern Indiana. Of 
the lust three named be it said that they are losing 
what they can ill spare H they long retain a re- 
munerative fertility. The loss from this source 
embraces much more than we think; the finer par- 
ticles of soll, tho decayed and decaying vegetable 
matter, the salts brought to the surface by the 
capillang ov of moisture in the drier seasons, and 
the elements of fertility brought down by the rain- 
fall. Much of this slips away by the surface wash- 
Ang of the soils. 

The writer recommended a thorough system 
of under-draining, the lines of the tile being 
so laid as to intercept the surface flow 
ot the water that the under 
would have the effect of making the 
soil open and porous like a sponge; that 
would take up the water of ordinary rainfalls 
as tast us it descends and pass it out through 
the drains divested of all the valuable elements 
of fertility brought down in its descent; that 
the waste of the finer soil vegetable matter, 
fertilizing salts, manures, etc., will be saved to 
the soil, and in addition the soil will become 
deeper, as deep eventually as it is under- 
drained. The porosity will give it a circula- 
tion of air. increasing the temperature, in- 
creasing its fertility, bettering the mechanical 
condition of the soil, rendering it possible to 
increase the fertility year by year and the con- 
sequent increase of the crop yield. 


DRAINAGE DISTRICTS AND THEIR OUTLETS. 

After the discussion which followed the read- 
fing of this paper, the interesting vopic, ** Drain- 
age Districts and Their Outlets,“ was treated 
in an able and interesting manner by C. G. 
Elliott of Tonica. He said: 


The drainage of districts under the provisions 
of our State law may be regarded as one of the 
most important interests of our State, and one 
whose magnitude and difficulties assume no 
small proportions when we examine the matter 
in all of ite phases. Our State iaws are better 
adapted to aid and encourage this work than ever 
before, and the peopie are better prepared to ap- 
preciate the advantages arising from a proper ap- 
plication of these laws than at any time in the his- 
tory of the State. Many districts have been or- 
ganized, some including as great areas as 40,000 
acres, but no large one has been yet completed. 
The successful operauon of the smailer districts 
demonstrates clearly that the larger ones when 
completed will be alike advantageous to parties 
who undertake thorough work on a large 
scale. Men of capital bave confidence in the 
success of this work and are investing in lands re- 
q@iring drainage. Many difficulties are encoun- 
tered, the principal one of which is the apathy and 
even opposition on the part of those who ought to 
do most interested. The law, when carried out, is 
coUperative in its workings, and all must bear 
a part of the expense proportionate to 
the benefits to be derived. Outlets for large 
districts are the streams into which the large 
ditches discharge. They are very otten shallow 
and so filled with débris that their capacity is not 
sufficient for the work required of them, especially 
near the headwaters, and must be cleaned, wid- 
ened, and deepened before they will become suit- 
able outiets. The digging of large ditches is thus 
far a difficult work by reason of a lack of suitable 
machinery. Steam is coming to our aid, however, 
and it is hoped will solve tne problem. What is 
needed is more teaching on drainage among the 
dwellers on our level districts, and this shouid in- 
clade information on tile-drainage, for open ditch- 
es should be made with this end in view; less 
penuriousness in the construction of open 
ditches, more capital and push in carrying out 
the work; a greater number and more suitaole 
machines for the excavation of large ditches. 1 
venture here to suggest that our State Government 
might copy to a certain extent the plan pursued by 
the English Government in the drainage of her 
agricultural lands. If the landowners were uns- 
ble to do the work the Government took. the mat- 
ter in hand, drained the land thoroughly, and 
charged the expense to the land. The owners

enact a lw to lend landowners the 


amoant necessary to thoroughly drain their 
lands, but supervise the work in order to secure 
thoroughness. A similar plan carried out by our

The 
open ditches tend to rush all the water into the 
streams at once, thus causing, floods, but when the

FUTURE DRAINAGE LEGISLATION. 

A paper by Senator L. D. Whiting on “ Fut- 
are ee Legislation was read by Col. C. 

4 8: 

The last General Assembly extensively revised 
the law for farm drainage, but this work was 
merely one stage of growth. Combined drain- 
age. for which drainage laws are chiefly wanted, 
is a species of partnership or a corporation en- 
forced by law and perpetual. The circumstances 
of these are 80 various that each particular case 
must be determined by the judgment of men, and 
most of these men up to the present have had but 
u very limited experience. Astronomers in their 
zeal for new objects sometimes report indications, 
which excite attention and lead to discovery. Ina 
like way, permit me to name some points toward 
which it may be well to direct your telescopes: 

I. The location, character, and construction of 
ditches, as well as the true measure of damages 
and bepefits to each tract of land, require the judg- 
ment ot an expert. Should not the law provide 
—— — 22 shall be determined by the drainage en- 
gineer 

2. Boundaries of drainage districts are often ad- 
justed on the necessity of so shaping the district, by 
exciuding some and including others, as to secure 
a majority friendly to the enterprise. Should there 
not be some plan by which the districts shall be 
formed with boundaries in accordance with 
nature? 

3. The petition as now required by law must de- 
fine the boundary of a proposed district or name 
the specific tracts of land to be included. Would 
it not be better to permit some general but distinct 
designation of the proposed work? 

4. In the cases of individual drainage it is often 
proper chat the tile of the upper and lower owners 
should join, but there is now no provision in law 
for doing this, except through the cumbrous proc- 
ess of forming a drainage district. Should there 
not be a mode of adjusting these cases more sim- 
ple, summary, and economical? 

5. In special drainage districts where the officers 
are elective, the owner of the smallest tract of 
land bas a8 great a voting power as the person 
owning many times as much. Should not the votes 
be proportioned to the amount of land represented, 
and should not an absent owner have power to 
vote by proxy? 

The foregoing are presented as points for con- 
sideration, and there may be others quite as es- 
sential which escape myfattention.

There is quite a contest for supremacy ap-

The Latter’s Treatment of the Old Come - 
mander in the Early Part of the 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20.—|Spécial.)— 4 
The few army officers who knew the facts in a 
the case do not wonder that the family and 
friends of Gen. Grant feel very bitter over the 
treatment accorded the latter in the early part 
of his career in the West by Gen. Halleck. 
Some telegrams that have never yet been pub- 
lished, but the originals of which are 

the papers of Gen. M throw much 
light on this subject. The 16th of February, 
1862, Gen. Grant sent his famous “ uncondi- 
tional surrender ™ 


surrender had thrilled the North from 
one end to the other and the name of Grant 
was upon all lips. Gen. Halleck, the com- 
mander in che West, was located at St. Louis. 
He was troubied at the great renown 80 sud- 
denly attained by bis subordinate officer. The 
18th of February, two days after the surrender 
of Donelson, McClellan telegraphed as follows 
to Halleck: 7 
H. W. Halleck, St. Lowis, Mo.: Whereis 
GEO. B. MCCLELLAN, 
enerai commanding. 

The same day Gen. McClellan received the 
followmng: 

Gen. George R. MeCicllan, Washington. D. G: In 
answer to your question would say Grant is some<- 
where in the rear of his army drunk. 

H. HALLECK, Major-General, 

Of course, what Gen. McClellan desired to 
ascertain from his question was the where- 
abouts of Grant's forces, and whether they 
bad moved forward from Fort Donelson. The 
reply of Halleck was, it is claimed, all the 
more inexcvusabie from the fact that Grant bad 
kept him constantly posted of bis aims ana 
plans, and that very day bad telegrapbed Hal- 
leck that he proposed to go ahead on a gun- 
boat and reconnoitre the river in the direction 
of Nashville. and that his army would follow. 
Thus it 18 seen that Grant, instead of being ia 
the rear, was in advance of his army. 

Gen. McCieilan kept the originals of all his 
dispatcbes, and certified copies were made for 
the War Department. These dispatches are 
said hot to be among the dispatches certified 
and in the records of the War Department, but 
the originale are among Gen. MecCielian’s pa- 
pers. They are carefully pasted into one of the 
large volumes in which bis war dispatches are 
carefully preserved. Three or four years ago 
Gen. Grant read these original dispatches, 
which was the first intimation that ne nad ever 
bad that they were existing. He could scarce- 
ly be made to believe that such injustice had 
ever been done him. He did not see fit to re- 
fer to these dispatobes in any of the writings 
which he left behind bim. It is not knowm 
whether these and many other dispatches of 
great interest will be publisbed in the collected 
works of Gen. McClellan or not.

FITZ JOHN PORTER'S CHAMPION, 

The attitude of special championship of 
the Fitz John Porter Relief bill which Gen. 
Bragg of Wisconsin has assumed in the 
House will commend itself to Northern Cop- 
perheads and Southern Brigadiers, but it will 
strike the soldiers of the old Union army and 
loyal people in the North with surprise and 
the soldiers whom Gen. Bragg himself com- 
manded with something like indignation. 
There never was any Fitz John Perterism 
among the Wisconsin troops. They were ac- 
customed to march when it was muddy, to 
obey when they were ordered, and to fight 
like the devil” when they fought. From 
the standpoint which Gen. Bragg occupied 
during the War it is simply impossible to 
understand his position now. If he is hon- 
est in his present advocacy of the bill to re- 
lieve Porter, if he really believes that Por- 
ter should be restored to the army with 
Porter’s record clearly before him, why in 
the name of all that is consistent was he 
himself fighting Porter’s friends during tht 
War? If Porter was right in helping the 
Rebels was not Bragg wrong in opposing 
them? If Porter is to be sustained and 
honored ought not Bragg to be severely criti- 
cised for his treason to the South ? 

What was Porter’s record during the event- 
ful Bull Run battle that led to his court-mar- 
tial and subsequent disgrace? On the eve of 
that battle he was ordered forward by Gen. 
Pope, his superior officer, to strengthen the 
left wing. He had 12,000 men under him, 
the freshest and, for that reason, the strong- 
est corps in the Army of the Potomac. He 
neither obeyed the order nor attempted to 
obey it, and when questioned subsequently 
cothplained that his men were tired, that the 
night was yery dark, and that the road was 
blocked up by a wagon-train. The flimsiness 
of thése excuses has been exposed over and 
over again. He had the freshest corps in 
the army, and yet the other corps were not 
so fatigued but that they could march all that 
night and come into position. It was not so 
dark but that the other corps could march all 
through the night from every point of the 
compass and find their destination without 
the slightest difficulty. The wagon-train 
could easily have been moved to one side, 
and even if that were impossible the rail- 
road-track to Bristoe Station was clear, as 
Gen. Pope says, and practicable for the march 
of infantry. When the battle began the 
next day Porter made no effort to commu- 
nicate with Pope or to find out what 
was going on, though he heard the sound of 
the firing all day and knew that Pope was 
getting the worst of it. He wanted Pope to 
be defeated, and when he became satisfied 
that the superior numbers of the enemy 
were overwhelming him he made his prep- 
arations to retire and advised McDowell to 
do the same. By this inaction, insubordina- 
tion, and treachery Longstreet was left free 
to do what he pleased and go where he 
pleased, and he availed himself of the priv- 
lege accorded him by Porter to such good 
purpose that Pope’s army was smashed, 
Such is Porter’s record, confirmed by the of- 
ficial reports of Gens. Lee, Jackson, Long- 
street, and Hill, who commanded the Rebel 
forces that day. 

Now what would Gen. Bragg have done 


that occasion ? 
move he would have moved at once and not 
stopped on the order of his moving either. 
Bragg's men were never too tired to march 
when there was an enemy in sight. It the 
night had been as dark as Erebus and 
the road hud been blocked up with devils 
the Union boys with Bragg at their 
head would have marched through them. He 
would have been in position at the time and 
in the place assigned him. He would have 
attacked Longstreet when he was ordered 
and he would have whipped him, for he 
would have had 12,000 fresh men, and saved 
the army from defeat. Bragg was a fighter, 
and a fighting General always has fighting 
troops behind him. He fought for the Union 
and fought hard. When there was a battle 
on hand he was in the thick of it. He was 
never found several miles away from it sit- 
ting down and pleading the baby act. How a 
man with his record can pose as the cham- 
pion of aman with Porter’s record passes 
comprehension. How a man who was loyal 
to the Union cause can ever forgive a man 
who was a traitor to it, particularly when

States and held a high position in the Union 
army, is equally incomprehensible. Remem- 
bering those days and the sacrifices made by 
those whom he led, he should at least let the

THE ILLEGAL TAX ON “DRUMMERS.” 

Surprise is expressed in regard to the rul- 
ingof the Federal Supreme Court holding 
unconstitutional the Michigan law imposing 
a tax of $300 on agents engaged in selling in 
that State the liquors of non-resident firms. 
Laws imposing a discriminating tax on non- 
resident commercial agents have been adopted 
in Maine, Delaware, Florida, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Nevada, Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Michigan, Minnesota, and 
many other States, although there has always 
been a grave doubt as to the validity of such 
statutes. The issue in Michigan was peculiar 
only in the fact that the tax was laid on out- 
side “drummers” engaged in the sale of in- 
toxicating liquor, and was upheld by the 
State court on the ground that it was an ex- 
ercise of the police power to protect the 
health and morals of the people.” This 
claim the Federal Supreme Court declares 
unsound, since the tax was levied not on all 
persons engaged as agents for the sale of 
liquor, but only on those representing non- 
resident firms. It was clearly a case where 
the State under the pretense of exercising 
the police power sought to regulate commerce 
between the Staies and discriminate in favor 
of its own citizens. 


In the Michigan case the agent solicited 
custom and concluded his contract inside the 
State, but, as the liquor was to be sent from 
Chicago, the transaction was of an inter-State 
character, Congress has exclusive power to 
regulate commerce among the States, and 
the Supreme Court has held that this applies 
not merely to the exchange of goods, but that 
“ the subject, the vehicle, the agent, and their 
various operations become the objects of com- 
mercial regulation.” It has also been held 
that commerce among the States does not stop 
at a State line, but wherever such traffic goes 
the power of the Nation, as represented in 
the Supreme Court, goes with it to protect 
and enforce its rights. The object. in giving 
Congress exclusive control over interState 
commerce was to establish entire freedom of 
trade between the States, and it is clear that 
if States were to tax the agencies or instru- 
mentalities of such traffic the effect would be 
the same as imposing a duty on the goods 
themselves. A tax on an agent engaged in 
selling goods brought in from another State 
would be in fact a State tariff on the mer- 
chandise itself, Nothing of the kind can be 
tolerated. 


If Michigan had put a tax on all agents en- 
gaged in the sale of liquor, whether residents 
of the State or not, it would undoubtedly have 
been upheld. In that event there might have 
been some foundation for the claim that the 
object was to protect the health and morals 
of the people.” Rather than restrict the po- 
lice power of a State the Federal courts will 
permit a marked interference with inter- 
State commerce, as is shown in the case of 
quarantine and inspection laws designed to 
prevent the introduction of animal plagues. 
In such instances the State undoubtedly in- 
terferes with the freedom of inter-State com- 
merece, but the necessity justifies it in so do- 
ing. The courts hold that the freedom of in- 
ter-State commerce must be subordinated to 
the superior obligation of the States to pro- 
tect the public health, morals, and welfare by 
proper exertions of the police power. But 
Michigan, in levying a tax only on outside 
agents and pretending that it was done to 
protect the health and morals of the peo- 
ple,” attempted a manifest fraud. Under 
the cover of the police power she attempted 
commercial discrimination. The fallacious 
opinion of the Michigan Court in sustaining 
this evasion was properly overruled by the 
Supreme Court at Washington. 


THE LATE MR. STOKEY’S INDIAN 
FRIENDS, 

The correspondence in the Storey case, 
which was printedin-festerday’s Tinten, 
shows that the late Wilbur F. Storey had his 
pet craze, like other people. Mankind is so 
singularly constituted that it runs from one 
mild form of insanity to another, and we 
need not add that womankind is afflicted in a 
similar manner, only more so. The future 
Lecky, chronicling the social history of today 
in this country, would lay it out in successive 
strata of crazinesses, such for instance às the 
Oscar Wilde, the Grecian bend, the pull 
back, the Sarah Bernhardt, the English pug, 
the Angora cat, the sunflower, the Robert 
Browning, the short-hair, the progressive- 
euchre, the Japanese, the roller-skate, and 
the toboggan. The compensation in all these 
crazes is that though some of them come 
high they are harmlessand short-lived. They 
would be unendurable otherwise, for who 
would care to live in a world of Angora cats 
or Mikados, or who could endure for a life- 
time the lanky displays made by the pull- 
back or the humps of the Grecian bend ? 


That extraordinary class of people known 
as Spiritualists have their craze also. The 
spooks whom they summon from the other 
world for advice or privileged communication 
seem to be mainly Indians, and mostly of the 
squaw gender, who flock down in immense 
numbers from their celestial wigwams upon 
the slightest provocation and at a moment's 
notice take possession of white human tene- 
ments, without the slightest inconvenience to 
the lawful proprietors, and boldly declare 
their opinions upon all possible subjects ex- 
cept those with which squaws are acquainted 
—namely: the care of papooses, the manu- 
facture of bead-bags, the accumulation of filth, 
and the preservation of scalps. We have 
never been quite able to understand why peo- 
ple who have the spiritualistie craze should 
very generally settle upon Indian spooks who 
know little or nothing about civilized matters, 
when they could just as easily have white 
ones who are well posted on current affairs 
and who are much more fiuent in conversa- 
tion as well as presentable in person. Mr. 
Storey, as his letters show, was a Spiritual- 
ist, and during the last few years of his life 
was on terms of intimacy with Little 
Squaw,” “‘ Nigger Pete,” and one or two 
other Indians who made him occasional vis- 
its. From his constant references to them it 
appears that they were continually off their 
reservations and nearly always in a belliger- 
ent mood. Little Squaw” seems to have 
had a special aversion to Fernando Jones and 
his house, and never loses the opportunity 
to turn up her nose at “the stinks” 
which are usually attractive to peo- 
ple of her class, and to urge Mr. 
Storey to get into the big marble house 
on the boulevard, probably thinking 
it spacious enough to accommodate her en- 
tire tribe and a fair allowance of stinks 
besides. “ Nigger Pete” also seems to have 
been a very unamiable sort of person, and 
was never so happy as when he was pitching 
into the Christian religion. These two were 
off their reservations continually, and always 
with war-paint on. Another old fellow, who 


was not so fond of Mr, Storey’s society, only 


-criminations,. It is thought impossible for 
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came occasionally, but he, like the others, 
was always belligerent and grumbling, though 
his faculties in that direction were not so 
well developed as those ot Little Squaw” 
and “Nigger Pete,” who in this world 
must have been closely related to Capt. 
Jack and Shacknasty Jim of the lava-beds. 
Mr. Storey’s many personal and newspa- 
per Warfares, it is likely, may be traced 
to the influence these peculiar friends 
had upon him, and it is to be regretted 
on this account that his eraze for spooks 
should have run in such a warlike direction, 
when & milder form of Indian would have 
been so much better for him and all con- 
cerned, and at the same time might have had 
just as keen a nose for sewer-gas. It is too 
late now, however, for regrets. Mr. Storey 
has gone to the land whence spooks are 
supposed to come, and before this time has 
probably hunted up the two invisibles who 
managed him so long. In view of the ex- 
traordinary mess ‘they made of everything 
they undertook, it would be pleasant to know 
the details of his first interview with them 
and the exact nature of the conversation 
which occurred, particularly Mr. Storey’s 


part of it. 


THE REPORT OF THE CULLOM COM- 
MITTEE. 

The report of the Senate committee on 
railroad transportation between the States 
is very elaborate, includes a mass of inter- 
esting and important testimony, but makes 
uo very radical recommendations. It is sur- 
prising how little light has been thrown on 
the transportation problem as a National 
question since the Windom committee went 
over the ground immediately after the 
Granger movement in 1874 and submitted a 
ponderous report which failed to become the 
basis of any action by Congress.. The Cullom 
committee has supplemented the work of its 
predecessor by collecting another mass of 
testimony and submitting its conclusions in 
the form ot a bill. The measure proposed 
does not aim to regulate railroad tariffs by 
law nor by a commission, but looks to the 
commissioner system of control with a view 
to secure publicity and prevent unjust dis- 


Congress or a commission to act as a Na- 
tional freight bureau, but if publicity of 
rates ean be secured and unjust discrimina- 
tions prevented, it is argued that all further 
questions as to the reasonableness of the 
charges themselves must be left to the courts. 
This is not a perfect scheme, but it is easier 
to criticise it than to suggest a better. 

The National Commission proposed by the 
Cullom committee would be modeled after 
the State Boards in Massachusetts, IIlinois. 
and lowa, and yet differ from any of them 
in important particulars. It would have 
more authority than the advisory Massachu- 
setts Board, but would lack the power of the 
IIlinois Commissioners to prescribe maxi- 
mum rates. In these respects it would have 
a closer resemblance to the Iowa Commis- 
sion, which is mainly advisory in character 
and cannot prescribe maximum rates, but 
may in au emergency appeal to the courts to 
enforce its decisions in cases where public in- 
terests are affected. Some very careful and im- 
partial students of the railway problem declare 
that on the whole the Iowa Commission has 
been the mostsuccessful of any in the country, 
although its actual powers are quite limited. 
This seems to have been the view of the Sen- 
ate committee, and it proposes a National 
Commission substantially on the plan of the 
Iowa board, although with some marked dif- 
ferences. 

When a railroad commission is vested with 
great power the corporations will exhaust 
every effort to get control of it. As Vander- 
bilt once said in expressing the corporation 
view in such acase, the State must own 
the railroads or the roads must own the Com- 
missloners. A National commission, armed 
with great authority and with millions de- 
pending on its decisions, would be constantly 
subjected to extraordinary temptations, with 
a strong probability that in time the roads 
would own the Commissioners.” Experience 
shows that it is safer to arm such boards with 
limited authority and empower them to col- 
lect statistics, secure publicity of freight rates, 
and act on cases of extortion and unjust dis- 
crimination, with power to appeal to the 
eourts when necessary. ‘There is less oppor- 
tunity and inducement for corruption when 
the powers of the board are restricted. 
A commission like that proposed would be 
a great improvement over the present system, 
and its value is pretty well attested by the ; 
fact that the railroad managers are assailing 2 
the proposition so vigorously, There is one 
amendment to the Cullom bill absolutely de- 
manded in the interest of the public. It 
should be specifically provided that any tes- 
timony collected by the commission as to the 
cost of transportation service and the reason- 
ableness of charges shall be open to the use 
of any litigant contending in the courts with’ 
railroad corporation. ‘The ordinary merchant 
or shipper is wholly unable to secure such 
expert evidence, although it may be abso- 
lutely necessary to prove his case. The com- 
mission should be required to collect evidence 
of this character and furnish it to private lit- 
igants on demand. With this change in its 
powers, the commission proposed by the 
Cullom committee might do very well for a 
beginning. 


THe use of natural gas for fuel in the 
manufacture of iron and glass is giving to 
Pittsburg a tremendous advantage over the 
‘other cities of the Union which are not 
blessed with the ability to avoid the payment 
of coal-bills, A careful comparison of the 
new facts with the old shows that not only is 
there an absolute saving in the cost of fuel, 
except that incurred by laying down the pipes 
for supply, but that the wear and tear is very 
much less. The difference in this respect is 
so great that the managers of one of the 
largest mills said recently they would rather 
use manufactured gas, if the nat- 
ural flow gives out, than go back to 
the use of coal. Not the least impor- 
tant property of the natufal gas is its free- 
dom from sulphur, which gives an admitted 
superiority to the iron that is manufactured 
by its aid. This fact alone may yet render it 
necessary for manufacturers in other cities to 
resort to the use of coal gas in the production 
of iron that is desired to possess the qualities 
which distinguish the better grades from the 
poorer ones. This would involve the laying 
down of pipes at a great expense in addition 
to paying for the fuel in competition with 
those who get the latter for nothing. Without 
a change in the situation, to destroy at least 
a part of the inequality now existing, the manu- 
facturers of Pittsburg should be able to dictate 
terms to the trade elsewhere within the area in 
which the cost of transportation does not ex- 
ceed the difference due to fuel. How wide 
that area is may perhaps be inferred from 
the figures which have recently been pub- 
lished by Mr. F. A. Bates of Cleveland, who 
is connected with one of the largest estab- 
lishments in the trade. The saving by the 
use of gas is given as equal to 68 cents per 
ton, including the lesser expense for repairs. 
The latter item is so small that the boilers of 
the firm have not required the outlay of a

at the beginning of that tinte.

THE QUEEN. 

Dowumg street is the field tonight of the 
greatest activity. Representatives of the Lon- 
don and provincial press are prowling around 
m all directions in quest of advance informa- 
tion concerfing the Queen's speech. The 
houses of the Ministers are fairly besjeged, not 
even the back doors being forgotten, but up to 
alate bour all efforts in this direction proved 
futile. 

The Queen arrived in London today from 
Windsor Castie. She drove from the railway 
station to Buckingham Palace in an open car- 
riage, and was cheered along the route. Her 
Majesty, who is in excellent health, will open 
Parliamént in person tomorrow. 

The royal procession tomorrow will include 
géven state cat riages. The carriage occupied 
by the Queen will be drawn by eight cream- 
colored horses. Her Majesty will be es- 
corted by the household cavairy. The royal 
party will leave Buckingham Palace at 1:30 p.m. 
The route will be along the Mall, past St. 
James Park and the Horse Guards to Wbite- 
hall; then through Parliament street to the 


House of Commons. The Queen will alight 


at the Peers’ entrance to the House 
of Lords. Guards of hopor and troops 
Will be stationed all along the route.

The Queen's speech was read at the Ministe- 
rial Ginner today. Referring to Ireland the 
speech says that, although in some respects 
there are favorable indications of progress

Present Ireland is disturbed by an 
increasing tendency to resort to unlawful 
Practices and a disposition to set the law at 
naught. The Government therefore recog- 
nizes its duty to take energetic steps to en- 
force the law in order to provide security for 
life ana property and to maintain in its 
fullest meaning the integrity of the Union, 
and measures necessary to secure these ends 
will be submitted to Pariiament. The speech 
further promises a local goverament measure 
tor England. to be followed by simiiar measures 
for Scotland and Ireland, and a bili to cheapen 
and facilitate the transfer of the land. It re- 
fers to the “ hopeful prospects of the Egyp- 
tian Commission establishing a stable Govern- 
ment in Egypt; says that the qnestion of 
annexing Burmab wil not be decided 
until Lord Dufferin reports on the 
subject, but that the deposition 
ot Theebaw is necessary; congratulates Par- 
lament on the peaceful foreign relagons of 
Great Britain; truste that peace will be main- 
tained in the Balkans through the selt-control 
of all the Powers interested and concludes by 
pressing the hope that the new Parliament 
Will follow me great traditions of former Par- 
amen ts.

A HORRIBLE CRIME. 
IT IS RECALLED BY THE HANGING OF ITS 
PERPETRATOR. 

Cork, Jau. 20.—William Sheeban, convicted 
Dee. 19 of the murder of bis mother, sister, 
and brother at Oastietownroche in 1877. was 
hanged today. The condemned man became 
greatly agitated as the hour for bis execution 
drew near, and he was so weak that he had to 
be assisted to the scaffold. He responded fee- 
bly to the prayers of the priest, and was trem- 
bling violently when placed under the gallows. 
He died almost instantly, his neck being 
broken by the fall. 


{Nine years ago the bodies of the victims were 
discovered at the bottom of a well. In 1885 Shee- 
han was followed to New Zealand and brought Back 
in irons. Soon after his return a startiing confes- 
sion was made by an old man named Duane, after 
having always denied any knowledge of the crime. 
At the time of the atrocious murders he was em- 
ployed as a sérvant on a farm belonging to the 
murderer’s mother. Greed for the sole possession 
of the farm seems to have been the cause of the 
murders by ber on. Duane states that the prison- 
er committed the murders with an implement 
called a *‘grifaun,’’ whieh is used in breaking 
lumpy mold after plowing and closely resembies a 
cooper’s adz. The evening of the murders Tom 
Sheehan was induced dy his brother to enter the 
stable. He was followed by William, who struck 
him terrific blows on the head, which killed him. 
The murderer then locked the stable door 
and entered the dwelling house to complete the 
work of slaughter. The poor mother and helpless 
sister, Hannah, were seated in happy domesticity 
in the parlor. Wiliam struck the mother with the 
grifaun and then struck Hannah on the head. Both 
were dead in less than a minute. Duane was par- 
alyzed with fear, and dared not then inform on the 
murderer, who asked him to aid hia in removing 
the bodies to the stable. About 8 o'clock of the 
same evening Duane, at Sheehan’s request, har- 
nessed a horse to a cart, in which the three bodies 
were placed by the murderer, and be himself then 
drove to a distant field, where the bodies were 
thrown into an old abandoned well. During the re- 
moval of the bodies the proceedings were secretly 
watched by Duane’s son, who also had always de- 
nied any knowledge of the murder until 1885, when 
he, too, made a confession white undergoing penal 
servitude in Cork Prison. Both father and son 
say they kept quiet lest they should be charged 
with complicity. | 


HUNGARY. 
AN EXCITING DAY IN PARLIAMENT. 

Pesta, Jan. 20.—Two exciting speeches were 
delivered in the Hungarian Parligment yester- 
day. One was by Herr Sorvath, who in allud- 
ing to the race dissension prevailimg through- 
out Austria-Hungary, said: ** The dual Consti- 
tution of 1876 was tounded on the idea that the 
German element was preponderant in Austria, 
but now the dominant forces in Austria are 
the Slavs. The cohesion of the monarchy is 
gone. Between the Slavs and Hungarians 
there are no affinities. It is important that 
the Federalist policy now pursued dy 
Austria should not be pushed to such 
a point as to keep the two halves of 
tbe monarchy estranged, leading to a dissolu- 
tion of the Empire.” He concluded dy quoting 
the words of Baron Joseph Eotvos, the friend 
of Kossuth, and who protected the latter from 
the attacks of the Conservatives: It ever he 
was compellea to choose between Germanism 
and Slavism be would pronounce in favor of 
the former. 

Scapo, President of the Supreme Court, in 
the course of the debate on the budget, de- 
clared that an official who was a friend of Herr 
Tisza, the Hungarian Prime Minister, was 


squandering one- third of the rev- 
enues of Hungary. Herr Scabo was 
immediately asked to name the 


official. He refused, however, unless an official 
inquiry was instituted. This produced an up- 
roar and cries of Name! arose from all parts 
of the chamber. Herr Scabo remained obdur- 
ate and declined to give the name of the official.

BRITISH NEWS.

LIveRPoon, Jaa. 20.—The tunnel between 
Liverpool and Birkenbead, under the Mersey, 
was formally opened today by the Prince of 
Wales and his two sons—Princes Albert and 
George. Notwithstanding the inclemency of 
the weather—a heavy iog prevailing and snow 
falling—there were large crowds present, both 
at Birkenhead and Liverpool. At the Central 
Station, Birkenbead, his Royal Highness was 
presented with an address by the inbabitants 
of that city. The Mersey Tunnel Railway 
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Company had provided accommodations for a 
great number of persons within the station, 
and the entire space was filled with prominent 
people. Atl the prominent buildings in Liver- 
pool were handsomely decorated with flags and 
bunting. A loyal address was also présented 
tothe Prince of Wales by the municipal offi- 
cials of Liverpool. The royal party entered a 
Special train at Rockberry on joint railways 
between Chester and Birkenhead, and proceed- 
ed through the tunnel, the party being cheered 
at all points Along the line.

Louise Micheli has at last regained ber lib- 


erty. Jan. 16. 1886, President Grévy of France 
issued a decree liberating Prince Krapotkine 
and Louise Michel. The latter, after venting 
her spleen in a scurrilous newspaper article, 
retired to the house of «a Communist friend at 
Levallois Perret. Sheis much enfeebled and 
her mental powers a periect wreck. 

{Louise Michel, the well-koown French agitator, 
was born in 1630 tu the District of Haute Marne, in 
France. Her father was the Marquis of Broncourt. 
Her mother, however, sprang from the ranks of the 
plebeians. She was educated by a wealthy family, 
being adopted by them. At an early age she 
showed an unwonted intelligencé and a decided 
taste forthe arts. She composed a number of 
pieces of music and wrote verses that showed the 
genuine poetic feeling and principle. She took 
Victor Hugo asa model. Upon the death of the 
mistress of Broncourt she fell heir toa legacy wf 
12,000 frances. Immediately after thie she pro- 
ceeded to Aneillon Court. where she passed an 
examination qualifying her to teach. At this time 
a suitor appeared, who asked for her hand in mar- 
riage, but she declined, intending to devote der- 
self to the church. She wanted to enter a con- 
vent, but her mother objected to this course. This 
was the turning point of ber life, for her religious 
ardor abated, and she took part ia the movements 
of the infidels. Her nature weuld not allow her to 
remain quiet in her belief, but led her to com- 
mence a movement against the Catholic Church. 
She went to Paris and started a school there, but 
s00n abandoned this project. Her next movement 
was against the privileged classes. She spoke 
against the Monarchists und achieved a notorious 
reputation. After the Franco-Prassian war she 
was most active among the Communists. Upon 
the suppression of the Commute she was sent in 
exile to the Island of Non. After ten years’ 
pennance there she was allowed to return, and was 
received in Paris by the Radicals. who gave her an 
imposing demonstration. She subsequently edited 
the La Revotution Sociale. and was so bitter in her 
denunciation of Gambetta and the Government that 
she Was cast into prison. | 


THE BALEAN WAR 
SERVIA, BULGARIA, AND GREECE MUST DIS- 
ARM. 

Loxpox, Jan. 20.—The Standard’s corre 
spondent at St. Petersburg says: The Powers 
threaten to leave Greece, Servia, and Bulgaria 
to their own devices if they do not disarm. It 
is suggested to compensate Grecee by making 
King George Governor of Aibania. Two hun- 
dred Servian prisoners in Bulgaria, not 
wishing to return to Servia, will join the Bul- 
garians. 

The Porte has contracted with Krupp for 
many guns, those made at the Turkish factory 
being useless. The outlay will press heavily 
on the Turkish Treasury. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. 20.—The Journal de St. 
Petersburg says: The dignity of Europe de- 
mands that the Powers should redouble their 
efforts to compei Greece, Servia, and Bulgaria 
to disarm so as to prevent calamities, the ex- 
tent and issue of which no one can foresés.’’

United States District Court today the jury in 
the Leighton & Clack insurance case, which 
bad been out five days ana had been brought 
from Omaha to Lincoln, brought in a verdict.

Several years ago when silver began 
to deciine the form of mortgage issued by the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society was changed 
80 as to provide for gold payments.

THE NEW ASSISTANT TREASURER WILL 
ACOBPT, 

Mr. Charles J. Canda, who was nominated 
by the President today to be Assistant Treas- 
urer of the United States at this city, said te 
night that he would accept the office if 
the nomination was coufirmed. Mr. Canda 
was born in Paris forty-seven, years 
ago. At that time his tatder was 
a naturalized citizen of the United States and 
was visiting his native land. Mr. Canda's 
brothers and sisters are all native Americans. 
He was educated in private schools in Brook- 
lyn and other parts of the State. He was sev- 


eral years a trustee of the Brookiyn 
bridge, and was one of tne five 
rapid transit Commissioners appointed 


by Mayor Wickhamin 1875. He was subse- 
quentiy a director of the New York Elevaied 
Railroad, representing the interests of Gov. 


Tilden. His life since then has deen 
identified with railroad enterprises. In 
1865 he went to Chicago with the 


German and Austrian Consuls, with 
whom he entered intoa foreign banking busi- 
ness. He then became the confidential secre- 
tary of William B. Ogden, and from this con- 
nection, whieh lasted about twelve years, 
was derived bis familiarity with railroad and 
financial affairs. He bas represested large 
foreign interests in many railroad enterprises 
in the last few years. He was Chair- 
man of the Reorganization Committee of 
the Ohio Central Railroad and is now 
President of the Toledo & Ohio Central, 
which is the successor company. He was one 
of the directors of the New York, Ontario & 
Western Railroad when Treasurer Jordan was 
a prominent member of the road with Mr. 1 
den. He always bas been a Democrat of the 
Tilden type. He was treasurer of the National 
Democratic Committee last year. 

SOMETHING ABOUT “BILLY” PORTER. 

Detective Robert Pinkerton said today that 
„Billy“ Porter, the burglar who was arrested 
here yesterday and taken to Troy, had made a 


good thing of the burglary business, and 
thought that he and “Sheeny Mae bad 
between them somethmg like $100,000. 


This money was deposited partiy in Europe 
and partiy in America. Porter returned from 
Europe evidently prepared to do some superior 
work in his peculiar tine. He brought over 
with him an eminent French burglar of 
handsome appearance and polished man- 
ners. This gentleman occupied a room 
in the hotel connecting with Porter's, 
and the Frenchman was engaged 
in studying English with the aid of an Engiish- 
French dictionary. He parted with his friend 
witb evident reluctance. Porter also brought 
over one English burglar, warranted first-class, 
and one American burglar, who has been resid- 
ing in England for some years. It was Mr. 
Pinkerton’s opinion that these professional 
experts had found the climate of Europe too 
warm for them and bad come to Amer ca to 
seek cooler weather. Porter and his friends 
are known to have been the managers of sev- 


eral admirable disappearances of goods 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 
One of these was the robbery 


of a broker's office in London and another a 
great jewel robbery in Paris. Gentlemen 
from Scotland Yard and the Palais de Justice 
had been earnestly endeavoring to make their 
acquaintance. Not wishing to associate with 
such persons, they hastened to America. 


MR. BROWER’S GENERAL DENIAL 

George V. Brower, General Appraiser at the 
Port of New York, bas sent a long communi- 
cation te the Secretary of the Treasury in re- 
gard to the charges recently preferred against 
bim by Mr. 8. D. Phelps of New York. He 
gives adetailed answer to each of the allega- 
tions contained in Mr. Phelps’ letter and makes 
a broad and general denial of them ali. The 
charges were neglect of duty, incompetency, 
and disregard ot law. 


A CHICAGO MAN IN THE TOILS. 
William Cunningbam, a young man, fied 
from Chicago about three months ago after 
committing a fellonious assault in that city. 
The man whom he assaulted was seriously in- 


jured, and for a time his lite was 
in danger. Today, after 1 long 
search, inspector Byrnes’ officers dis- 


covered that Cunningham was employed 
as an attendant in one of the institutions on 
Ward's Island. He bad, since arriving in this 
city, passed a civil service examination and 
had obtained the position as a result. He was 
remanded by Justice Duffy to await arrival of 
officers from Chicago.

No news bas yet been received as to the 
whereabouts of Mrs. Maud Miller-Mackaye, 
daughter of the poet, Joaquin Miller, who was 
said to have left Chicago for New York Satur- 
day last.

MILWAUKEE MENTION. 


EX-CONTROLLER WHITR’S TRIAL—THE RE* 
PORTED CONSOLIDATION OF TWO EPISCO- 
PAL SBMINARIEBS—WARM SESSION OF THE 
COUNCIL’S FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 20.—)|Special.]—A large 
number of spectators was at the Ciroult Court 
room today, interested in the trial of ex-City 

Controller James 8. White, who is charged with 

the embezzlement of eight $1,000 city bonds. 

Witnesses testified to the fact that the eight 

bonds bad been prepared for issuance, with 

the rethaining 250, as authorised by law, 


of them appears 
after that. The records of proceed 
ings of the Commissioners of Public Debt are 
missing from 1875 to 1680, White being held ac 
countable therefor. The testimotiy of L. J. 
Gage, Vice-President of the First National 
Bank, Chicago, is believed to be quite im 
portant. He said that be had known White for 
about three years. In September, 18863, or 
about that time, White came to the bank and 
deposited six of the bonds as security for a 
loan. The witness produced the entire seven 
bonds, gave their numbers, and continued: 
“White received $7,900 from the bank. In 
January, 1884, White borrowed $1,000 more, 
and deposited the other, or seventh bond. The 
bank has held the bonds ever since. He owed 
the bank $6,000 On the first loan. In May, 1885, 
the bonds were sold and purchased by the 
bank. From his testimony it appears that 
the bond which has never been accounted for 
is numbered 243. 

Other witnesses were sworn, their testimony 
indicating that, having bad complete confi- 
dence in Mr. White, the Commissioners of Pub- 
lic Debt had during his term of office trusted 
the entire charge of affairs in that department 
to him, allowing him every opportunity to ap- 
propriate the missing bonds as he might see fit, 

The rymor is in circulation in Episcopalian 
church circles that a movement is now well 
under way for the consolidation of the Na- 
sbotah Theological Seminary with the Western 
Theological Seminary of Chicago, which was 
recentiy started with Dr. Wheeler's endow- 
ment of $500,000.

RUNNING A TOWN, 


COWBOYS ATTEMPT iT IN TEXAS AND FOUR 
OF THEM ARE KILLED. 

MonTaGve, Tex:, Jan. 20.—[Spectal.]—Last 
night a band of nine cowboys from Indian 
Territory rode into Burlington, a little town 
some ten miles north of here. They immedi- 
ately began carousing, and, after getting a 
sufficient quantity of tangle-foot aboard to 
make them desperate, assembled on the public 
square about 4 o'clock this morning and began 
an indiscriminate fusiliade, to the great con- 
sternation of the quiet inhabitants of Burling- 
ton. City Marshal Tucker and Deputy-Sneriff 
Cook attempted to arrest the lawless band of 
outlaws and  desperadoes. The cowboys, 
with ‘borrible oaths and threats, defied 
the officers and threatened to kill anyone 
attempting to interfere with them. The offi- 
cers were, however, undaunted by these 
threats, and, having been reinforced by a num- 
ber of the courageous citizens of the town, 
boldly advanced and demanded the surrender 
of the band. Upon this the drunken gang be- 
gan firing upon tne officers. Upwards of forty 
shots were fired, when the outiaws became 
frightened by the determined action of the of- 
ficers and their posse of citizens and broke and 
fied for tne Indian Nation. They were hotly 
pursued by officers, and a running fight 
ensued, which resulted in. Killing four 
cowboys and five horses. The killed are 
Luke Jackson, Hille WImms, Turner, and 
another whose name is unknown. It is sup- 
posed others of the party are wounded, but

This is 
the boidest attempt to override the

“BEAUTIFUL” BELMORE. 


THB NEW YORK “HERALD” CORKESPOND- 
ENT LOOKS AT SOME FLORIDA LANDS AD- 


The 
Herald, writing from Green Cove Springs, on 
the St. John's River, Jan, 13, handles the ques- 
tion of orange-growing and land speculation in 
the flowery State with ungioved bands, and 
makes some statements which, if true, can 
searcely prove other than disheartening to any 
one who may have pictured his prospective 
grove of the golden fruit that was to win for 
him wealth and luxury in the clime where snow 
and ioé are things unknown. After speaking 
of the. various land schemes which have 


teriven and prospered mignti this sunn 
clime,” the writer — the 5 Bel. 
more ‘Land Company,” which has its 


headquarters in this city and a tract of lana 
near Green Cove Springs, embracing in all 
about 4,000 acres, which the company bavo au- 
vertised extensively as being all that nature 
could make it, and the prospective site of a 
great commercial city and eagricuitural centre. 

Here is the eorrespondent’a description of 
the city which is so giowingly described in the 
company’s circular:

A gaunt cow, as thin 
as one of the lean kine of Bgypt, looked wonder- 
ingly at your correspondent, as if astonished at the 
sicht of a strarger. The ground had been turned 
up in a few patches 80 as to reveal the miserable 
sand of itscomposition. All around Was the same 
monotonous, cheertess landscape which character- 
les Fiorida fat woods.“ 

Some of the few citizens of Belmore would be 
very giad if fresh lambs from Northern pastures 
would buy them eut. Consequentiy when a rather 
ditapidated~-looking individual was asked questions 
regarding the length of the legs of suitable rubber 
boots necessary fora dry promenade on the prin- 
cipal ** thoroughfares" of Belmore, he anewered 
by inquiring if your correspondent had bought 
some land and come to settle. A shade of disap- 
pointment overcast the lean face of the Beimorean 
on hearing a negative answer, and by a little diplo- 
macy a pretty fair story of the rise ot Belmore 
City was obtained. “A lot of fellérs come out 
here to look at their lots; but I gue they 
like them. What makes me think they don’t like? 
Cos they gits as son us they can: There are thirty 
or forty a-staying round in the woods here. Some 
of them will git as son as the rains come. If they 
don’t they l wish they had. I ain't seen the place 
under water, cos 1 hain’t been bere long enough. 
Peopie as live about bere say the land is awash 
when the spring rains come. I'm ready to go as 
soon as the weather gets Warm ap North.” 

A resident of Clay County, who has known the 
country sines boyhood, told your corres t 
that Belmore is not fit for a white man to live in a 
portion of the year. Now, during the dry season 
an inexperienced person might not think of the 
water question, but these fiat lands are afloat when 
the rains come. He had héard some talk Of a ditch 
being dug to Yates Creek, about three-quarters of 
a mile away, but he thought, to judge from what 
he bad seen, that Yates Creek would flow back 
through the ditch and add to the of Bel- 
more. 

The County Clerk of Clay County afterward in- 
formed your correspondent that the soll at Bei- 
more was generally poor, and that, owing to the 
Water, the place was not ft to hie ia. He had 
ranged over the county since boyhood as & cattie- 
searcher, and as Sherif and County Clerk he 
thought he nad traveled about through old 
Clay as much as any one living in her limits. The 
best land at Belmore is in sections Nos, 1, 12, 24, 13, 
22, 26. 28, and 32. Most, however, 18 bad. 
many persons have been to him in regard to tne 
place. Some that he had in mind had returned, 
cursing everything about Belmore biue. 

The original purchase of the land was from the 
United States Government by M. V. Drew. About 
3,600 acres were included inthe tract. Drew sold 
W. V. R. Powis, the publisher of the Farm, Field, and 
Stockman, at Chicago, and J. H. Plummer ot Chi- 
cago. Drew got the land fora song and sold it to 
Powis and to Plummer for $7,909 for the 3,600 or 
more acres, or$2 per acre. Powis and Plummer 
sold to the Belmore Land Company, of which Pium- 
mer is President. The Belmore Land Company ad- 
vertise that they paid “$60 per gere.“ A reliabie 
gentleman, who Knows whereof he speaks, says 
that cutting off. $65 of the alleged cost price of $60 
per acre would stil leave a considerable margin in 
excess of the actual cost.

A CLAIM THAT THE MAN OF CHANCES IS AS 
RIGHTFULLY ENTITLED TO EXISTENCE AS 
THE MERCHANT. 

CurcaGco, Jan. 19.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
Your articic of last Monday on speculation in 
produce may very well be supplemented by a 
statement that the speculaior has as good a 
right to live as bas the producer. The latter 
may be slow to goncede the right, as Dr. 
Samuel Johnson is said to have once remarked 
that be saw no good reason why a certain beg- 
gur must live.” And it is only fair to admit 
that, apart from the desire to gamble.“ there 
are two causes at work tending to increase the 
number of those who try to live by speculating 
in property instead of by helping to produce it. 
These are the growing disposition in all lines 
of trade to dispense as far as possibie with the 
services of the middlemen and the fact 
that in most departments production appears 
to be outrunning consumption. The first 
makes it very difficult to maintain the propor- 
Bon of wh le and retail dealers in the total 
of population, while the second at once dis- 
courages the capitalist class from risking their 
money by increasing the pressure o goods on. 
an already overcrowded market and renders it 
difficult, if not impossible, for the working 
classes to obtain employment. 

The question arises, “‘What are all these 
people to do?” The men who dare not risk 
their money in farming, manufactures, trans- 
portation, or mining, and those who cannot, or 
think they cannot, obtain employment in these 
or other departments of activity—what sball 
they do? The money lof the one class must lia 
idle, except as it is consumed by the expenses 
of living, and the muscles of the other class 
must de inert while they and their families 
starve, unless they bestir themselves. Little 
remains open to them but to join the ranks of 
the peddlers and canvassers and try to sel! goods 
in competition with the thousands who are so 
numerous as to be regarded as a nuisance, 
or to endeavor to scalp a living off the 
property of other people by the exercise 
of their judgment in buying and selling it in 
open market. It cannot be wondered at that 
sO many choose the latter course when we re- 
member that poor human nature is generaliy 
self-confident, especially when young, and is 
apt to think it can do what any other man- has 
done if it only has a fair chance. Tus veports 
of what other people do are mostly their suc- 
cesses, the failures not being worth the men- 
tion. Hence we hear every nov and then of 
So-and-So having made a big pile by specula- 
ting in wheat, while nobody thinks of counting 
up the number of the unfortunates who have 
lost that the one may wis. If now and then 
ene of the latter de talked of it is to 
set down his lesses to the account of 
recklesness in trading, Mattention, or extrava- 
gance, which every ove who bears of it thinks 

bimself able to avoid, or at least to avoid the 


consequences by & 4treak of good luck. And 
eo the ranks are kept full, in spite of numer- 
ous wrecks, partly by men who confide in their 
own superiot jodgment, but mostly by those 
who distrust it and chase the will-o’-the-wisp 
because they think they cannot find anything 
else to do—feecling hke man in 
the Scripture account who said: 1 can- 
pot dig, and to beg [ am ashamed.’’

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


Strikers in the Pennsylvania Coke 
Regions Threaten a Serious 
Outbreak. 


Cotton-Mill Operatives Quit Work— 
Shoemakers’ Troubles Settled 
by Arbitration. 


Workingmen’s Convention at Albany, N. T. 
~The Ohio Miners’ Association in 
Session—Items. 


PrrrssunG, Pa., Jan. 20.—|Specigl.]—The 
strike in the coke region is assuming immense 
proportions. Itis reported this evening that 
4,000 ovens and 6.000 men are idle. Worse 
than this, the Hungarians, who constitute the 
majority of the strikers, are well armed, fero- 
cious from drink, and threatening serious 
trouble. Three hundred of them visited the 
works at Stonerville this morning and com- 
pelled the men working there to knock off and 
join their ranks. They were opposed by a 
squad of thirty policemen, who were 
threatened with death if they did not 
instantly leave. They left. Two men 
were attacked and beaten almost to death 
by the infuriated Huns. Thirty policemen 
left here for Mount Pleasant this evening. 
Adjutant-General Guthrie has been requested 
to send a regiment of the State Guard to the 
disturbed district, but he besitates to employ 
force 80 long as there is even a shadow of a 
prospect tor a peacefel sottiement of the 
trouble. The coke companies are Vigilantly 
guarding their property, expecting an attack 
any moment. It is reported that the Hungar- 
tans are in league with the Socialisisof Chi- 
cago, who are abetting them; that 
they have robbed a store at Mount 
Pleasant of dynamite and powder: and 
that it is their intention to blow up the com- 
pauy's store. Some people fear that the send- 
ing of uniformed policemen will but expedite 
matters and hurry up a bloody conflict. At 5 
o'clock this evening 400 or 500 Huns were 
parading at Scottsdale armea with guns, 
knives, and heavy iron canes, swearing venge 
ance against all who refused to join the 
strike. At s o'clock word reached bere that 
the police had captured thirteen of the rioters 
and that 100 shots were fired on both sides. 
Two policemen are reported to have been 
slightly injured. Several of the rioters 
were wounded and carried off the fleld by their 
companions. H.C. Frick says that the Hun- 
garians, undisturbed by agitators, are quiet, 
thrifty, and honest. The wages now paid are 
27 cents per wagon for digging coal and 55 to 
60 cents per oven for drawing coke. The de- 
mand is 30 cents per wagon and 60 to 65 cents 
per oven. The wegons are supposed to bold 
thirty-three and a half bushels, but as a fact 
this size is the exception rather than the rule. 
They range from thirty-three and a half to 
fifty-six bushels capacity. 

A dispatch at midnight says it is thought 
one Hungarian was killed in the fight with the 
police tnis.afternoon. When the arrests were 
made the wite of one Hungarian who 
was captured clung about ber hus- 
band’s neck and the united strength 
of two officers could not break ber 
grasp. She accompanied her liege lord to jail. 
The surging crowd, the spiteful snap of the 
revolvers, the fleeing strikers, and the sbrieks 
of the women made it an exciting scene. At 
half-past 5 the special train left for Greensburg 
with the prisoners, guarded by policemen. 

A riot is also reported to have occurred at 
the Donnelly and Diamond works, about three 
miles east of Mount Pleasant, in which five 
Hungarians and three Americans were injured. 

The condition of affairs at midnight is good. 
A special train has just arrived at tne Stand- 
ard with a police foree, which will be used to- 
night to arrest some men charged with assault 
upon a German coke-drawer last Saturday 
morning. 


THREATENING ASPECT OF THE COKE-DRAW- 
ERS’ STRIKE, 

STONERSVILLE, Pa., Jan. 20.—The situation 
bas assumed an alarming phase in the coke 
region this morning. Three hundred strikers, 
armed with bars, coke forks, and revolvers, 
started on the march. They drove the men 
from work at the Alice yard and charged War- 
den’s coke yard at this place. Then the May- 
field & Donnelly mines were visited. A mile 
west of here a boy named Mentzer was terribly 
beaten, and the yard boss, McCabe, was chased 
and hammered. Every oven front was crushed 
in. The rioters have gone across the country 
toward the Rising Sun works. . 

The greatest trouble is yet to come. Satur- 
day will be pay-day, and Monday the ten days 
will have expired since notice t quit was given 
to the strikers in the company houses. There 
will likely be serious — when ejectment is 
attempted. The report the Governor bas 
beeu cslled on for aid is untrue. Sheriff Stew- 
art says he will net send until he finds bimself 
unable to cope with the disturbed elements. 


COTTON-MILL OPERATIVES QUIT WORK. : 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 20.—|Special.]—A strike 
is in progress at the Readville cotton-mill in 
Hyde Park. It is the result of a change in the 
hours of labor, and those most benefited are the 
ones which have caused the trouble. Last 
Monday the owners of the mill reduced the 
working time from eleven toten hours per day. 
Superintendent Gardner then posted-a notice 
that Feb. 1 the price of piece laber would be 
advanced with a view of making piece and day 
labor equitable. Soon after several of 
the day iaborers, consisting of about 
thirty “ring spinners” and “ back 
boys,” waited on the Superintendent 
and asked for araise of 10 per cent. He re- 
fused, but offered to pay the expenses of any 
two who wished to visit locations where they 
thought the help was better paid. The offer 


2,000  cigarmakers held a 
meeting at Irvine Hall, at which the boycot- 
ting system was strongly urged. Speeches 
were made in which the cigar manufacturers 
were characterized as ‘accursed its," 
“robbers,” “freebooters,” “ garroters,” and 
partners in a Sing Sing conspiracy.” Kesolu- 
tions were then adopted that those present 
pledge themselves to stand out for their rights 
till the manufacturers rescinded the reduc- 
tion. There is among the locked-out cigar- 
makers a universal feeling of confidence in 
their success. There are at least nifty manu- 
facturers of cigars outside of the association 
and not bound by its rules Who are only too 
giad to have fifteen of their competitors 
crippled and to take advantage of their posi- 
tion to get additional orders. The men on 
strike need not be idle. The 300 workmen in 
the factory formerly owned by D. Hirsch & Co. 
went to work this morning at the old prices. 
The Secretary of the International Union said 
today that the union would agree to no arbi- 
tration which would not secure as high rates of 
wages as are paid in the shops controlled by it 
—viz.: Kerbs & Spiers and Straitoo & Storm. 
The Strike Committee of the Progressive 
Union reported tonight that four of their dele- 
gates were informed by the Superintendent of 
the factory of John W. Love, First avenue and 
Seventy-fourth street, that the firm had with- 
drawn from the manufacturers’ association, 


WINDOW-GLASS MANUFACTURERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20.—The annual 
convention of the American Window-Glass 
Manufacturers’ Association was held bere. 
The aunual report showed that the number of 
furnaces running at the beginning of the year 
was 104, with 918 pots, a decrease of forty pots 
since lastyear. The product of the present 
blast was 700,000. There are now 50,000 boxes 
on hand, being 100,000 less than last year. The 
consumption of French glass has fallen off 
more than the American, the decrease for the 
last six months being about 12 per cent. No 
agreement was reached as to advancing prices 
or limiting production, each manufacturer 
being left to act upon his own judgment. A 
resolution was adopted instructing the Tariff 
Committee of the association to adopt ali 
proper means to resist a reduction of the tariff. 


INDIANA COAL-MINERS, 

Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 20.—[Special.}— 
Seventeen coal operators, representing fifty- 
seven mines in Western Indiana, assembied in 
the pariors of the Terre Haute House today, 
discussed the mining situation, and appointed 
delegates to the convention of miners and 
operators to be beld at Columbus, O., the 23d 
of next month. A resolution was passed that 
the same scale be paid for mining Indianm bitu- 
minous coal that is paid in the Hocking Valiey. 
The price agreed upon at the Columbus con- 
vention will be paid for one year, beginning the 
Ist of next May. There are about 8,000 miners 
in the mines represented at the meeting today. 
Delegates from the miners are being selected 
at mine meetings. The convention will meet 
here again the second Tuesday in March to 
hear reports from the delegates to Columbus,

The fact is, Mr. Vignaux will nor 
put up a cent of his own money, as has been 
demonstrated over and over again, and lately, 
by bis refusal to put up his $500 in the match 
now pending between himself and Schaefer. 
As regards Mr. Vignaux’s reputation on the

Toe committee, however, stated that it expected 
to be ready to make @ report at the opening of 
the afternoon session. A general discussion 
followed, during which it appeared that the 
trouble was in regard to the payment 


of commissions to outside although

He was not opposed to the par- 
ment of a uniform commission to regular tick- 
et agents, but took strong grounds against the 
payment of commissions to every scalper, 
backman, saloonkeeper, botel clerk, and porter 
who found it profitable to engage in the busi- 
ness. This practice, he contended, tended to 
demoralze the business, and so long as it was 
permitted an agreement for the maintenance 
ol rates could not be enforced. President Ca- 
ble of the Rock Island and Vice-President Mc- 
Mullin made a majority report, and took the 
ground that the present. system of commissions 
was rigbt and should be continued. They 
claimei that if the practice to pay commissions 
to outsiders was abandoned some of the roads 


woud not be able to wet traffic 
at some of the competing points. 
At many of these points the regular 


ticket agents are favoring for some reason 
or other certain roads and would do nothing ‘or 
Others. The only means by which the roads 
discriminated. against by the regular ticket 
agents at such points could secure a share of 
the business was by paying commissions to 
outside parties. They thought that nothing 
better could be done than to readjust the old 
agreement, which they thougbt had proved 
quite satisfactory. A long and animated 
discussion followed, during which many prop- 
osinons for setting the difficulties were made, 
‘but all failed of adopuon. In nesriy every in- 
stance the Burlington, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
Northwestern, aud Missouri Pacific voted to- 
gether on one side, and the Rock Isiand, Alton, 
and Wabasb on the other. Finally a proposi- 
tion was made to continue the association for 
thirty days, and that the General Passenger 
Ageuts in the meantime try to find a plan 
for the settlement of the trouble.

THE SIKTH SUB-POOL OF THE CHICAGO AND 

OHIO RIVER POOL. 

A meeting of the roads interested in the 
sixth sub-pool of the Chicago and Ohio River 
pool, and which is composed of the roads do- 
ing business to the South via Cairo and Evans- 
ville, held a meeting yesterday to try to agree 
upon new percentages for the roads in that 
pool. After considering the statements and 
Statistics furnished by Commissioner L. D. 
Richardson showing that the tonnage carried 
from Nov. 1, 1884, to Nov. 1, 1885, by all lines 
interested in the sixth pool vie Cairo and 
vans ville amounted to 47.2 per cents of the 
total traffic, it was resolved that the committee 
feels satisficd that in view of other conditions 
this proportion will be materially increased in 
and therefore ask that the 
lines interested in the esixth pool via 
Cairo be awarded 50 per cent of tbe 
gross revenue of such pool; also that the 
percentage to be adjusted shall be fixed with 
the understanding that any party to the agree- 
ment carrying traffic over any portion of its 

between pool points and connections shall 
account to the pool for the eptire earnings at 
full agreed rates. The committee then tried to 
agree upon a division of the above aliotment 
of percentage between themselves. At first 
the foliowimme percentages were demanded by 
the various roads: Chicago & Eastern Illinois, 
7 per cent; Peoria, Decatur & Evansville, 30 
per cent; and Illinois Central, 25 per cent. On 
the second ballot the roads were somewhat 
more reasonab.e in their demands, the per- 
centages then asked being as follows: Iilinois 
Central, 23 per cent; Peoria, Decatur & Evans- 
Ville, 15 per cent; Wabash, 12 per cent; Evans- 
ville & Terre Haute, 25 per cent; Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois, 47 per cent; Cairo, Vincennes 
& Chicago, 10 per cent. This was still 82 per 
cent more than could be divided. The next 
was: Illinois Central, 20 per cent;

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 20.—|Special.|—The 
Middle and Western States Freight Association 
met here today to consider the two-cent per 
mile 1,000-mile ticket proposition. Twenty-one 
of difty-two members were here and nothing 
definit was dove. The same old diversity of 
opinion which occasioned the cali for the meet- 
ing still exists.

The total result of the 
conference was the adoption of a resolution 
referring the whole matter to the managers of 
the various lines interested, to be acted upon 
by the latter when they shall meet as the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association. In tho meantime, it 
was also resolved that those lines that have 
already adopted the two-cent rate will continue 
to abide by that rate, while other lines will 
continue, as before, to do as they please. 
Nothing whatever was done in reward to the 
formation ot Indiana pools. The association 
adjourned to meet in Louisville the second 
Wednesday in March.

They cannot agree upon the uterpretation of 
a section of the new Railroad law. It is the 
section giving individuals or corporations the 
right to build elevators or warehouses at any 
station in the State and compelling the railroad 
companies to make the pecessary side-track 
connections. The Milwaukee & St. Paul of- 
ficiale maintain they are not required to allow 
the building of elevators or warehouses on 
their right-of-way, but simply at the stations 
on land purchased or leased for the purpose.

No trunk line resisted longer or more vigorously 
the growing demoralization in rates or has striven 
hafder since September last to bring about a res- 
toration of harmony between the trunk lines and 
Stability in charges for transpertation, both freight 
and passenger, than the Baltimore & Ohio. The 
passenger rates now in force by Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad from New York, Philadeipnia, Balti- 
more, and We to the West were estab- 
lished May 24, 1885, not by the Baltimore & Ohio 
Company, but by the Pennsyivania Railroad Com- 
pany, after the trains of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Company had been excluded for more than six 
months fro New York and Philadeiphia, during 
which six months the Baltimore & Ohio Company 
made #0 effort to disturb rates at Philadelphia or 
New York and rigidly maintained the rates 
at Baltimore and Washington. The redcuc- 
tion upon it without cause dy its 
competitor at Baltimore and Washington had the 
effect of materially reducing the Baltimore & Ohio 
revenue. The Baltimore 4 Ohio Company was 
competied to accept these rates, and it has merely 
adbered to them from that day to this, declining, it 
is true. to advance them Dec. 1, when rates were 
increased by all other lines, for the good and suffi- 
cient reason that it was invited to enter a poo! with 
merely a nominal membership and without possi- 
dle facilities for receiving proper benefits there- 
from. The Baltimore & Ohio Company iz not and 
never has been an advocate ef instability in 
charges for traneportation. Its managers, who are 
far more largely interested fivancially in its prop- 
erty than those of aby other trunk lines, believe 
that such stability is a most important feature in 
the commercial situation. and are so firm in this de- 
lief that they prefer National iegisiation, if uni- 
form, stable, and equitabie rates, fair alike to the 
shareholders of ratiway property and the public, 
ean not otherwise be secured.

The Late Mayor Bowman’s Daughter, a 
Nun, Wants Her Father's Testa- 
ment Produced. 


East St. Louis, III., Jan. 20.-—[Special,|— 
Since the assasinanon of Mayor Bowman 
many sensational rumors bave been in circula- 
tion concerning his will. He bad often said 
that nis will was made, but since his death his 
relatives have not produced it. As Mr. Bow- 
man was very wealthy, public curiosity was 
greatly interested in the contents of the will. 
Today a sensation was created by the filing of 
u petition in the Probate Court of St. Clair 
County by Miss Minnie 8. Bowman, 
a nun in a Catholic convent at Minne- 
apolis, citing her brother, Frank B. Bow- 
man, and her stepmother, the young 
widow of the ex-Mayor, to appear in 
court and show cause why they should not be 
attached for failing to produce the will. Miss 
Bowman in ber petition says that she has good 
reasons to believe a will was left by her father, 
and if tere was she wants it executed. She 
claims not to know the contents of any will 
which her father made, but from the manner 
in which she iterates throughout the peti- 
tion that she is morally certain that be 
left a will one cannot help drawing 
the inference that she knows more than 
is stateu in the petitiop. In conformity with 
the prayer ot the petition citations were issued 
against Frank B. Bowman and his stepmother, 
Mrs. John B. Bowman, made returnable Feb. 
I. at which time the matter will be heard by 
the court. Miss Bowman, it is understood, will 
not leave the convent, but will be represented 
by Mr. Wise, her attorney. Miss Bowman fur- 
ther states in her petition that ber brother, 
who bas been appointed administrator of the 
estate, informed her at one time that their 
father had made a will and that it was in the 
possession of the stepmother. She also states 
that her father before his death bad told ber 
that he had made a will. In view of these facts 
she thinks she bas every reason to believe that 
the will is still in existence unless it has been 
destroyed since his death.

THE CONVICTED PAWNBROKER STARTS OUT

Lawyer Walter N. Smith, Deputy 
John Folz, and Lawyer Kate Kone. lifting bis 
hat respectfully to the woman. Meanwhile bis 
eyes were filled with tears, but be did not speak 
a word. Mr. Matson said be would not band- 
cuff the prisoner on the train nor let it be 
known the man was a prisoner. Andrews is 50 
years old.

As 
Andrews was being escorted across the prison- 
yard to che bath-room preparatory to being 
fitted with a zebra suit he was recognized by 
a number of passing conyicts, who seemed to 
be greatly surprised at the presence of the 
noted Jew in the prison, not baving heard of 
Andrews’ sentence for darm received 
sto en property at Chicago. One con- 
vict was heard to remark, Well, I 
have had a good many deals with that 
man, and have blowed in lots of stuff at his 
fence. I never thought they would make bim do 
time, but I'm d—n glad be is settled at last.“ 
Andrews is probabiy more generally known to 
the criminals in Joliet than any other pawn- 
broker in Chicago, and they are generally weil 
pleased when they see such a man convicted 
and made to serve his time. Murray, the thief 
who was implicated with Andrews, and who 
was instrumental in securing the pawnbroker’s 
conviction for receiving the jewelry stolen 
from Giles Brothers, is at work on the shoe 
contract, and will probably bave Andrews as a 
fellow shoemaker.

The recent sharp de- 

chne is the cause of it. The consignments 
arriving here for sale are steadily diminishing. 

The bulk of wheat now in country elevators is 

held by wiliers to be used for local milling.

He was 
drunk and displaying two revolvers, and said 
that any pol.ceman who dared to lay hands on 
him would be killed. escape was made by 
eluding the guard, stealing ladders and rope, 
and scaling the wall. Ed Doyle, his partner in 

the escape, is still at large. Foster has had a 

blood-red history. His first arrest in this city 

was in 1879, but he had already served sen- 

tences in Auburn, N. Y., and Joliet, Lil. 
Detective Alf Lawrence of tne Cleveland 

force was probably hated more intensely by 

Foster than any man living, except Frank Davis, 

who eioped with bis wife. Since bis escape from 

the penitentiary Foster bas written several let- 
ters to Lawrence of such a dreadful character 
as to make Lawrence fairly writhe in anger. 

He aiso threatened to kill Lawrence on sight.

DR. DAVIS IMPROVING. 

Dr. N. S. Davis Sr., one of the most widely- 
known physicians of this State, has been con- 
fined to his residence since the middie of last 
week from the effects of a partial stroke of 
paralysis. Dr. N. S. Davis Jr. said yesterday: 
“My father’s condition is rapidly improving. 
The stroke was rather severe, and bis right side 
was paralyzed for several bours. The paraly- 
sis, however, passed away shortly., and be is 
now up and about the house much as usual. 
Indeed, be insists upon coming to the office 
and resuming work; but we sball try to per- 
suade bim to take it easy for awhile. He bas 
been practically doing the work of four men 
for some time, and the strain was too heavy. 
In addition to bis practice he bas carried on his 
journalistic and collegiate duties, and bas been 
extensively conéerned in the preparauon for 
the International Medical Congress, which 
meets here in 1887; so you see it is no wonder 
that the strain told upon bim. Aside from the 
anxiety which is naturally caused by an attack 
ot this kind his condition gives no cause for 
alarm.” 


THAT INDEXING JOB. 

I see that a morning paper says that I have 
announced my readiness to give the work of 
restoring the tract indices to Recorder Sorib- 
ner,” said Commissioner Van Peit to a Tris- 
Un reporter yesterday. I believe that the 
only way in which reliable abstracts can be 
made cheaply and satisfactorily is to give the job 
to some outside parties who will give bonds not 
to do the work ata higher figure than is at 
present being charged by the county. As long 
as a public official makes abstracts the county 
cannot be held legally responsible for errors 
which may occur. If the majority of the 
board, however, are against leasing the books 
to outside parties, for my part I sbali do the 
next best thing; but 1 do not say 
that I shail vote for or against the work being 
given to the Recorder. I shai! vote to have the 
books written up.” Commissioner McCarthy 
observed: “I never said that I bad decided to 
vote for giving the work to Scribner, as u morn- 
ing paper states.

THE SOUTH TOWN COLLECTOR’S MONEY. 

It was reported yesterday that Collector 
Gleason had refused to pay over any more 
money to the State, county, city, town, or 
parks until be bad made his collections from 
the banks and other large taxpayers. 

Mr. Gleason, when seen by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter, said that in addition to the $100,000 
which he bad paid to the city and the $50,000 
to the county Jan. 13, he had paid over $2,000 
to Supervisor Shanaban for the South Town 
Jan. 15, and 815.000 Jan. 20 to the South Parks. 
He was the only Town Collector who had as 
yet paid anything toany of the treasuries. 
City Treasurer Devine had called several times 
in bis absence asking for more money, 
but be was the only Treasurer who had 
made any such demand. He bad given in- 
structiens to one of his clerks to teil Mr. De- 
vine if he called again that the collections that 
were comm in were chiefly smail, and that 
until be made his coljections from the banks 
and other taxpayers be did not think it worth 
while to pay Over any More money to the city. 
He had just been round the banks, and they 
had promised to pey between now and Feb, 1. 
The law said that de sbould pay over the 
money that be had collected once in thirty 
days, and, as he did not begin collecting till 
Dec. 10, be had complied very closely with tne 
law. He expected to make his next payments 
about Feb. 1. 

THE SEVERIN ROBBERY. 

No clew has been discovered to the perpe- 
trators of the daring robbery at Severin Bros.’ 
jewelry store Tuesday evening. A reporter 
called at the store, No. 775 West Madison 
street, yesterday, and had a talk with Henry 
Severin, the young man who was in 
charge when the three men and a boy 
came in, and, after intimidating him, cleaned 
out the showcases of their most vaiuable con- 
tents. Mr. Severm said he was getting tired of 
relating bow the job was done. His descrip- 
tion of the robbers is rather vague, and cannot 
be of much assistance to the police. The 
leader, or the man who choked him and held a 
revolver at bis head, be had certainly a good 
opportunity of taking a mental portrait of, but 
failed to do so, for he does not know whether 
the fellow wore a beard or was light or dark 
compiexioned. He is almost certain that none 
of the gang wore overcoats. The officers 
at work On the case are nonplussed, and when 
questioned about it give their beads a myste- 
rious shake and smile in a peculiar way. When 
asked if they bave a theory regarding the af- 
fair the only reply is a perhaps,“ accompa- 
nied with the foregoing sigvs of mystery.

REVENUE-REFORM LEAGUE. 

THE YERARLY SESSION OF THE LEAGUE— 
CRITICISING THB WORK OF THB REVENUE 
COMMISSION. 

The yearly meeting of the Revenue-Reform 
League was held yesterday afternoon at the 
rooms of the Real-Estate Board. Francis B. 
Peabody, the President, stated that the Reve- 
nue Commission wae preparing a report which 
would be submitted to the Governor, and which 
would be published and circulated thronghout 
the State. The report, be thought, would con- 
tain some recommendations which the league 
could not support, and which it must defeat. 
There would probably be a majority and a minor- 
ity report from the commissiop. The reports of 
committees were then heard. W. A. Bond said 
the Executive Committee bad grasped the pub- 
lic pulse hard enough to ascertain that the 
league, although only three months old, was 
not only a necessity but a desideratum. The 
committee submitted by-laws, which were 
adopted and ordered published with the consti- 
tution. For the Committee on Membersbip, 
E. A. Cummings reported that the names 
of 160 leading citizens were on the roll. 
The old officers were re@iected as follows: 
President, Francis B. Peabody; Vice-Presi- 
dents, Edwin Lee Brown and A. J. Galloway; 
Treasurer, Ernst Prussing; Secretary, J. C. 
Ambler. 

There was a discussion about the work be- 
fore the league. E. J. Harkness said it must 
be carried on persistently for aterm of years. 
Taxation could not be made an exact science, 
but they could approach that ideal. He bad 
formed the opinion tnat the commission had 
wasted too much time in considering the old 
revenue laws. Une of their duties should be 
to dissect the forthcoming report and give 
their support to those parts which secured an 
ad vance. 

E. A. Cummings understood that the com- 
mission would recommend that assessments be 
made by county Assessors instead of town, but 
the most radical change would be In the assess- 
ment of railroad and other corporate property. 
The commission would recommend that the 
gross receipts from mail, freight, and passen- 
ger traffic be multiplied by five and that a tax 
of not more than 5 per cent be levied on this 
amount. Bach railroad would be as 
sessed in proportion to its mileage 
in the State. A. J. Galloway believed 
the work of the commission thus far 
was in the right direction. He showed by 
statistics that the assessed value of real and 
personal property in Cook County was greatly 
below that of any similar territory in the coun- 
try. The State of Massachusetts, about one- 
seventh as large as IIlinois, and not as Valu- 
able acre.for acre, was assessed almost twice 
as much. The Committee on Membership was 
instructed to prepare and circulate an address 
setting forth the objects of the league and 
soliciting new members. The Committee on 
Measures was instructed to submit a report on 
the work of the Revenue Commission. 


A DISCIPLE OF JANSEN. 

TRYING TO CURE A COLD WHEN RUDELY

TION OF THE BUILDING AT THE NORTH- 
WEST CORNER OF LAKES STREET AND 

FIFTH AVENUE. . 

The architects employed by the Chicago & 
Northwestern people have submitted to the 
managers of that corporation plans for the re- 
construction of their new general office build- 
ing at the northwest corner of Lake street and 
Fifth avenue. The building is at present occu- 
pied by Fairbanks, Morse & Co. It bas a front- 
age of eighty feet on Lake street and a depth 
of 150 feet along Fifth avenue. As now ar- 
ranged the plans show the main entrance to be 
on the former street in the centre of the buiid- 
ing, about seventy-five feet in length, and 
leading to two fast elevators. On either 
side of this will de located the 
freight department. An entrance on Fifth 
avenue will lead to the general ticket depart- 
ment, of which Mr. W. A. Thrall is the head. 
The President, Mr. Keep, General Manager 
Hughitt, and Controller Kirkman will have ele- 
gant quarters on the second floor. The third 
floor will be occupied by General Passenger 
Agent Hair, Superintendent Wheeler, and the 
law and purchasing departments. The land 
and tax departments will hold forth one flight 
higher, and the fifth or top floor will the home 
of the telegraph operators and ticket auditors. 
It is understood the buiiding will be thorougb- 
ly overhauled and elegantly refitted. 

Mr. Morse was asked where his house would 
locate upon the expiration of bis lease. He 
said he was not prepared to say, and intimated 
that, while he knew the location, negotiations 
were not far enough to make it public. 


IOWA WHISEY INDICTMENTs. 

MR. M. V. GANNON EXPLAINS SOME OF THE 
DIFFERENCES BETWEEN HIM AND THB 
IOWA PROHIBITIONISTS. 

Mr. M. V. Gannon, the Dist ri Attorney for 
the circuit composed of Scott, Clinton, Jack- 
son, and Muscatine Counties, lowa, and the 
Chairman of the Irish National Executive 
Committee, was asked to explain the ditfer- 
ences which exist between himself and some of 
the Probibitionists in Iowa, who charge that 
be and Judge Walter I. Hayes have acted in 
collusion in some ot the whisky indictments. 

“Judge Hayes, in the case of Koehler K 
Lange versus Jobn Hill, decided that the con- 
stitutional amendments passed in 1881 were 
unconstitutional, and the Supreme Court af- 
firmed his decision. The Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court was Judge Day, and to punish 
him for sustaining Judge Hayes the 
Prohibitionists put up the present la- 
cumbent, Judge Reade. Of the four counties 
in the district only one, Muscatine, ever re- 
turns any indictments, and in this county the 
grand jury doitevery time. Now, my oppo- 
nents claim that Judge Hayes induces the 
grand jury to indict for whisky-selling in order 
to put money in my pocket in 
The fact is tT eta ont 9 
when I went in. My fees depend on two things; 
if the accused pleads guilty 1 get $5 and if his 
case goes to the jury I get $10. No lwayer can 
lsay that I have suggested to him that his 


client should piead guiity or not guilty, and I 
haveeven discountenanced the finding of in- 
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‘all distinctions between principal 
sory are beroby abolished, and ary person who 
aids or abets the commission of an offense is 
hereby regarded as a principal.’ Upon this 
theory a Muscatine County Justice fined a wit- 
ness for contempt in refusing to testify and 
thereby make himseif as liabie as the man who 
sold him the liquor. Judge Hayes holds that a 
man who buys is equally guilty with the man 
who sells, and that, therefore, be need not 
testify and thus criminate himself. 

„ Fifty-eight barreis of whisky were seized 
in Muscatine County; one man owned twenty- 
one and another thirty-seven barrels. The 
Prohibitionists, thinking they bad the strong- 
est case on the owner of the twenty-one bar- 
rels, decided to try that case first. Asso much 
had been said about my action in similar cases 
I stepped aside, abdicated my functions, and 
let the Prohibition lawyers try the first case. 
The Muscatine County jury, selected by the 
Probibiuonists themselves, acquitted the pris- 
oner, and then I stepped forward and said that 
if they had no further and better testimony in 
the case involving the thirty-seven barrels I 
wanted the same verdict rendered as in the first 
case, 60 as to save useless expense to the 
county.” ö 


MUNICIPAL MATTERS. , 
BRIDEWELL STATISTICS—PROPERTY-HOLD- 

ERS WHO WANT A BRIDGE OVER JACKSON 

STREET—SALOON LICENSES. 

The aonnal report of the Bridewell Inspectors 
contains the followmg: There were in prison 
at the commencement of the year 556 males 
and 87 females—643 in all; received during the 
year, 5,524 males and 1,584 females; total, 
7,108, or 7, 751 in all. The discharges numbered 
7,055, leaving indours, Dec. 31, 696, of whom 
615 were males and 81 females. As to offenses, 
6,594 were violation of city and 386 town and 
village ordinances, and 128 crimes. Only 122 
had time sentences, varying from thirty days 
to eighteen months, the others being committed 
for non-payment of fines. There has been 
but little varianon during the last five years 
either in number of prisoners received, the 
daily average, or in the average days’ imprie- 
onment—the minimum number received being 
in the year 1881, 6,836, and the maximum num- 


ber in 1882, 7,566. The financial management, 


considering the embarrassments attendant 


upon the withdrawal of the contrastors who 
had employed wany of the inmates, 
had been unprecedentediy satisfactory, and 
showed conclusively that the methods bereto- 
fore pursued in the management of the indus- 
tries and business of the institution should 
not have been interfered with by unfriendly 
legisiation or otherwise. ihe receipts were 
$63,753 and the expenditures $61,854, leaving 
asurplus of $1,899. The receipts in detail 
were: Brick sold, $21,350; labor of prisoners 
under contract, $24,516; piece price, $9,140; 
boarding prisoners, $3,115; executions paid 
and miscellaneous, $5,630. The cost per pris- 
over for all purposes was $96.34, or 26 39-100 a 
day. What should be done with the surplus 
labor of the inmates was a question now seri- 
ously embarrassing the board. Nota man 
was now employed at a productive industry. 
While no money had been called for from the 
taxpayer for several years, it was evident 
there would be a deficiency of $20,000 
Or more the present year, caused by the 
suspension of receipts from eontract labor. 
The Council should suggest at what employ- 
ment the prisoners should be placed at which 
free labor interests would not in some manner 
be affected. The board specia'ly suggests that 
they be employed in the construction of addi- 
tional room for housing: them. A pian haa 
been prepared for additional buildings that 
would cost $166,000, and an appropriation is 
asked for. 

The committee representing the owners of 

property on Jackson street who want a bridge 
over the river called on Mayor Harrison and 
Controller Gurney yesterday. They wanted 
them to use their influence in getting an ap- 
propriauon of about $250,000. Mr. Gurney 
told them be couldn't tell whether one could 
be made until the estimates were in and he 
iound out what the departments asked for and 
how much there was to spend. He himself 
had nothing to do with it, and as he treated ail 
subjects alike he could not recommend an ap- 
propriation for a particular thing. The cost 
of the bridge would be small compared 
with the land damages. Mayor Harrison 
said that personally he wanted a bridge, but be 
could do nothing, and referred the committee 
to the Council. He was perfectly willing to let 
Adams street bridge pass tor a year, and put 
one at Jackson street. He suggested that the 
property-owners contribute a part of the cost, 
as they could afford to on account of the bene- 
fits they would derive from the erection of the 
desired structure. 
+ The City Collector issued four more saloon 
licenses yesterday, making 3,309 for the pres- 
ent period. About a dozen applications are 
being investigated by the police. The iauica- 
tions now are that there will be a falling off of 
slightiy over 100 saloons compared with the 
last period.

Tuesday Marshal Marsh received instractions 
from the Attorney-General's office discontinu- 
ing all janitors performing service in the pub- 
lic buildings.

He rushed 
in and was almost overcome bimself by the 
coal-gas.

After three 
hours of hard work Dr. Van Tuyli succeeded 
in bringing the patients to consciousness. He 
said that if they nad breathed the gas five 
minutes longer. their cases would bave been 
hopeless. As it is, their recovery will be very 
slow. Mr. Lanigan, who is 74 years of age, is 
one of the oldest inhabitants of Riverside, and 
helped to lay out the town.
